WASHINGTON, June 12.—The im- 
pression prevailed in official circles, 
business closed for the 
ag of truce set in the 
Sp: tlago at 2 o'clock 
esve y afternoon was still flying, 
and that negotiations continued looking 
to a surrender. The basis for these 
negotiations naturally could not be 
very broad, in view of the injunc- 
tion which the President laid upon 
Gen. Shafter to accept nothing less 
than unconditional surrender, but it 
is supposed that time may be con- 
sumed through the indulgence of Gen. 
Shafter in allowing the Spanish com- 
mander to communicate by cable with 
Capt.-Gen. Blanco in the effort to ob- 
‘tain his assent in the surrender. 

Gen. Toral undoubtedly has before 
his eyes the vindicitive abuse heaped 
upon the unfortunate naval commar.der 
Cervera for surrendering at all, so 
that he probably will be bound by the 
direction of Blanco in his own case. 
It is not generally known that in 
response to the manly and pathetic re- 
port by cable to Blanco announcing 
the loss of his squadron, Cerevera 
received a most harsh and unsympa- 
thetic reply, but such is the case. 
Blanco’s purpose in this may have been 
to dissuade other Spain commanders, 
military and naval, from surrendering 
under any conditios, and in the case 
of Toral it appears that he has adopted 
a strong impression. Nevertheless, con- 
fidence waxed in the speedy fall of 
Santiago, though many officers fear 
that the nest will be found empty and 
the birds flown when the American 
troops make their entry into the town. 
Still, should this be the case, it may 
be fairly claimed that the prime ob- 
ject of the movement on Santiago, 
namely, the destruction of the Span- 
ish squadron, has been achieved, and 
the campaign as a whole has been suc- 
cessful. 

Gen. Miles’s report today indicated 
that he found unexpected physical dif- 
ficulties to contend with, and he is 
apparently greatly pleased with the 
progress made by the army under the 
conditions prevailing. He has not as- 
sumed command, as is evidenced by his 
message. 

The most important result of the 
Cabinet deliberations today was the 
order to remove the mines which guard 
all the coast ports. Many military 
men were opposed to yielding to the 
pressure of the commercial interests 
and some of them are predicting that 
not a few communities which have 
been earnest in their demand for the 
removal of the mones, will be frantic- 
ally clamoring for protection at the 
very first rumor of the presence of a 
hostile gunboat or cruiser off their 
coast. 

The order of removal, it is said, is 
to apply to localities where the inter- 
ests of commerce demand the same. In 
cases where it is safe, an effort will 
be made to remove the wines instead 
of exploding them. Wherever there is 
any doubt, they will be exploded. The 
action of the sea in some instances 
caused the dynamite in the ellipsodal 
vessels to ooze out through the screw 
threads where the plug is inserted, and 
unless the best care.is taken the re- 
moval of the plug May cauge an ex- 
plosion. It will be some days before 
the actual operation of removing or 
exploding the mines can be put in 
operation, and the question as to 
whether the interests of commerce de- 
mand it, will be left to the various 
districts of the United States. 


Before the war began our government, 


since the waar broke out the United 
States has availed itself of this coal, 
oncé to supply the Minneapolis and 
once the Montgomery, wut as each was 
bound for the nearest home port and 
took only enough coal to carry he 
there, it was fairly assumed that there 
had been no breach of neutrality.

Althoug‘n the statement has been re- 
peated day after day that no overtures 
have yet been made to our government 
for peace, it may be repeated once 
more, in view of the express denial 


given at the State Department to such 


of the stories emanating from Europ- 
ean sources as seek to create the im- 
pression that the United States govern- 
ment or any of its representatives had 
made any move in this direction. The 
fact is today as it has been: The first 
overtures in the direction of peace must 
come from Spain, directly or indirectly.

SPLENDID FIGHTERS. 


French Military CriticSurprised 


by American Soldiers. 

[ASSOCIATED PRYSS NIGHT REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, July 12.—Maj. de 
Grand Prey, military attaché of the 
French Embassy, has just returned 
from the American headquarters near 
Santiago. where he has been observing 
for his government the progress of 
military operations. He paid a glowing 
tribute to the ability of our soldiers. 

“IT have the most complete admira- 
tion for your men,” said Maj. de Grand 
Prey to an Associated Press reporter 
today. ‘“‘They are a superb body, indi- 
vidually and as an army, and I suppose 
not throughout the world is there such 
a splendid lot of fighting men. It is 
the fighting characteristic of the men 
which is most apparent. They are ag- 
gressive, eager for action, never need- 
ing the voice of an officer to push 
them forward. Another marked char- 
characteristic is the self-reliance of 
each man, what I call the character of 
‘initiative.’ It is almost unknown inEu- 
ropean armie, where every movement 
and the move to meet each action of th» 
enemy awaits the initiative of an offi- 
cer. But with your men they fight to 
the front, meeting each emergency as it 
arises, overcoming obstacles by their 
own initiative. 

“Such self-reliant, fighting men make 
an exceptionally impetuous army, for 
every unit contributes to the erriststi- 
ble forward movement. The Spanish 
troops od not have this same character- 
istic. They are more passive, more 
eautious. Besides the impetuosity of 
such fighting material, it has the effect 
of inspiring a moral among the troops, 
making them feel that success is as- 
sured, and at the same time carrying 
disorder and depression to the ranks of 
the enemy.” 

Maj. de Grand Prey says the fighting 
about Santiago is something entirely 
different from the warfare of European 
and other armies of modern times. 


“The dense vegetation and tangle of 


tropical vines makes it impossible to 
observe the usual military formations. 
As a result, there is little or no effort 
to fight in solid formation. Every man 
is fighting for himself, pushing for- 
ward through the shrubbery, vines and 
tall grass. It is impossible to see the 
enemy. There is no line of battle ahead 
against which the assault is directed. 
Only through the reports of pickets 
and from the crack of rifles here an:} 
there ahead is it known that a fighting 
force is there. This makes the shoot- 
ing irregular, as it is seldom possible 
to see one in the opposing force and 
get a distinct aim at him. The main re- 
sult fo this is to bring the two fighting 
forces close together gradually. until 
they are fighting at close range. 

Maj. de Grand Prey also speaks 
highly of the efficiency with which the 
American troops and supplies were 
started on their expedition and de- 
barked in Cuba. This has come in for 
considerable criticism in this country, 
but Maj. de Grand Prey says that, con- 
sidering the brief time allowed for 
equipping the expedition, remarkable 
results were secured. European mili- 
tary expeditions, such as those of Eng- 
land and France to Africa or other 
points, he says, are planned six months 
ahead, which allows ample time for 
working out the most minute details 
The. first word of Cervera’s ‘entering 
Santiago Harbor was May 1, and the 
vast military preparations was wel] 
under way, and the expedition started 
early in the following month of June.

Beautifal—The Target of All. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

SANTIAGO DE CUBA, July 6, via 
Charleston, S. C., July 12.—Through 
Lieut. of Marines ‘Thomas §&. Borden, | 
who conversed in French with the pris- 
oner, an interview was obtained for 
the Associated Press with Capt. Eulate 
of the armored cruiser Vizcaya. He 
said. 

“The entire squadron was ordered to 
devote the fire of their guns to the 
cruiser Brooklyn, becausue it was be- 
lieved that she was the only ship in 
the American squadron that could over- 
‘ake us. When we got out of the har- 
bor, our ship was second in line, and I 
saw our flagship was getting a terrible 
baptism of fire. It was frightful. The 
Taxes and Brooklyn were just riddling 
her, and in fifteen minutes I saw she 
was on fire. The Iowa and Oregon were 
firing on the Oquendo, and as yet I had 
not been badly hit. 

“The Brooklyn was half a mile closer 
to us than any other ship, and J de- 
cided to try to ram her, so that ihe 
Colon and Oquendo could get. away, and 
I started for her. She was a good 
mark, with her big broadsile, and as 1 
started — thought surely I would get 
her, but she had evidently seen us, and 
very quickly she turned about, and, 
making a short circle, came at our port 
side, so that I thought she would ram 
us. I moved in toward shore, so that 
I could avoid her, and then I‘saw that 
the Oquendo had gone ashore also, her 
steampipes evidently having been sev- 
ered by a shell. 

“The maneuvering of the Brooklyn 
was beautiuful. We opened a rapid fire 
at her with our big guns, but she re- 
turned it with terrible effect. The Ore- 
gon also hit us several times, but the 
Brooklyn’s broadside crashed in our 
superstructure and simply terrorized 
the men. We worked all our guns at 
her, and I don’t see how sne escaped 
us. She simply drove us into shore, 
and at one time fighting us at 1100 
yards. One shell went along the gun- 
deck, killing half the men on it and 
wounding nearly all the rest. A shell 
from the Oregon hit the superstructure, 
and it was then that, wounded and 


struck the~ 
beach. 

I did not instruct the men to load the 
guns, and do not know why they were 
loaded. We were on fire badly, and 
when those men who were alive started 
to swim for shore, the Cubans on shore 
shot at us until the American ships ar- 
rived and stopped them. The Brooklyn 
had prevented me from getting away, 
for I could have beaten the Oregon out, 
as I had a two-mile lead of her.

_is smaller than at Santiago, and the 


harbor is by no means so inaccessible, 
it is proposed to send a larger urmy 
on the next expedition, and one that 
Will go fully equipped with the artillery 
and cavalry it needs. There will be no 
dispatching of an insufficient force 
half-equipped, and improperly supplied, 
&8 was done when Gen. Shafter was 
sent away from Tampa. 

The expedition to go against Porto 
Rico will consist of between twenty- 
five thousand and thirty thousand 
men. According to the Spanish army 
register for 1898, the total strength of 
the Spanish regular forces in the island 
of Porto Rico is 7219. Of these 5124 
are infantry, armed with Mauser rifles; 
(32 are artillery, and 211 are engineers. 
The total cavalry strength is ten offi- 
cers and men. The rest of. the garri- 
son is made up of the Civil Guard, 
Which is a sort of customhouse guard, 
and the police force. There are in the 
island, according to. the information 
through Lieut. Whitney, some fourteen 
thousand volunteers who are to be 
reckoned with, as well as with the ad- 
ditional men the Spanish commander 
might be able to impress from the male 
population of the island, With a total 
force for all arms of some twenty-one 
thousand or twenty-two thousand, it 
is not doubted that an American force 
of twenty-five thousand or thirty 
thousand with the help of the fleet will 
eB to take the island. 

o make up this force, Maj- . 
Miles, who will organize it at rey te 
after the fall of that city, will draw 
heavily on the nucleus of regulars 
who have borne themselves so splen- 
didly at Santiago. For the rest of the 
force he will teke his choice of the re- 
Serves at Tampa, including 12,000 in- 
fantry, 3800 cavalry and 1000 artillery; 
of the six regiments at Miami, the 
twelve regiments under Lee at Jack- 
sonville, of the great mass of volun- 
teers at Chickamauga, where more 
than forty regiments are awaiting or- 
dres to go to the front and of the 
big forces still stationed at ‘Camp Al- 
ger. There will be no lack of men 
and efforts are being made by the 
Quartermaster’s Department to see 
that there shall be no lack of equip- 
ment. Materials to complete the out- 
fits for the Frst Corps under Maj- 
Gen. Brooke, which is expected to form 
the backbone of the Porto Rico forces, 
next to the regulars, are being for- 
werded to Chickamauga by express. 
This corps is expected to be ready to 
move within a week, and if Santiago 
falls as soon as it is expected to do, 
its moving orders will probably be 
given in that time. 

It is not believed that there has been 


j any change in the plan to have Gen, 


Brooke to lead the Porto Rico force, 
as Shafter did that at Santiago. Gen. 
Miles, as the general commanding the 
army, is expected to be in supreme 
command, however, with Gen. Brooke 
next to him, and to be made military 
governer of the island after it has 
been subdued. 

The officers who are to command in 
Porto Rico are making exhaustive 
studies of the island, and the army’s 
bureau of information which has elab- 
orate data concerning it on file, is be- 
ing drawn upon heavily. Detail maps 
of the islands and of its principal towns 
ere being supplied to these officers, and 
the information which they are most 
in need of will be forwarded to them as 
rapidly as practicable. 

It is thought to be not unlikely that 
the army of invasion may have a 
harder time in landing on the coast 
of Porto Rico than it had on the south 
coast of Cuba. The Porto Rico coast 
line has few inlets and indentations,

no harbor near San Juan like Guan- 
tanamo to furnish a refuge and coaling 
base for the fleet.

Doesn’t Want to Incur Unpopularity. 
An “Astute Observer’s’”’? Sugges- 
tions as to How Peace Can Be 
Concluded Without Bruising 
Spain’s Honor,

NEW YORK, July 13.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A Tribune special from Lon- 
don says the meaning of Sagasta’s res- 
ignation is that he perceives that it is 
safe and necessary to Spain to make 
peace, but he prefers to have some 
other official victim undertake so dis- 
agreeable and thankless a task. He 
would have no thought of resigning the 
office if it were practicable to carry 
on the war. 

Madrid has taken the defgat of Cer- 
vera so quietly that peace is now pos- 
sible without risks of revolution. Sa- 
gasta is not willing to sacrifice his po- 
litical reputation by proposing peace, 
under such hard conditions. He is bent 
upon having some convenient substi- 
tute incur the unpopularity; then when 
peace has been made he will return to 
office. 

The opinion now prevails in diplo- 
matic circles here that the war has 
practically ended, and that an armis- 
tice will speedily be arranged, whether 
Santiago be taken with or without as- 
sault.

AMERICAN ARTILLERY 

STRENGTH 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, July 12.—A special to 
the Tribune from Washington says the 
conflicting statements cabled from San- 
tiago about the artillery strength of 
the American forces now there has led 
to much confusion on that point in the 
public mind. Eaxct information ‘on 
the subject is difficult to obtain on ac- 
count of the confusion attending the 
embarkation of the original expedition 
at Tampa, which makes it almost im- 
possible to ascertain exactly what part 
of the artillery massed at that point 
was taken with the invading army. 

Inquiry at the War Department de- 
veloped the fact, however, that it is 
positively known there that ten of the 
light batteries out of the fourteeen in 
the regular army are now at Santiago. 
Two of the four remaining left Wash- 
ington yesterday morning on their way 
there, and the other two have been sent 
to the Philippines. These batteries 
have six guns each, all of them 3.2- 
inches, making a total of sixty light 
field pieces in Cuba available for the 
attack on Santiago, as soon as they can 
all be put in position. The siege 
pieces, which constitute the most for- 
midable part of the artillery equipment, 
are 5-inch rifles, firing either solid pro- 
jectiles or shells, and 7-inch howitzers 
and mortars, for shelling purposes ex- 
clusively. 

Just how many of these Gen. Shafter 
took with him the officials here do not 
know, and no two reports from San- 
tiago agree. The siege traifia, which 
were originally made up with a view 
to the bombardment: of Havana, was 
sent from Tampa before Shafter sailed, 
but it is stated at the War Department 
that it is not Known exactly how 
many of its pieces were shipped. It is 
believed, however, that there are eight 
of these big guns at Santiago, four 
rifles and four howitzers, with a num- 
ber of mortars. There is no volunteer 
artillery with the army before Santiago. 


SURGEON’S REPORT. 


Progress of the Wounded is 
Satisfactory. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, July 12.—The sur- 
geon-general of the navy has received 
a report from the surgeons with the 
fleet showing that in the many cases 
of wounded, some of them serious, no 
rise of temperature or an accumla- 
tion of pus has occurred. From a med- 
ical standpoint this is said to be a 
great advance from the conditions dur- 
ing thé civil war, and is attributed to 
the introduction of antiseptic treat- 
ment of wounds. It shows that no 
fever follows the wounds, and that 
through the absence of pus, wounds 
heal rapidly without complications. 
Considering the great number of 
wounds to be treated, now and here- 
after, this is regarded as a most satis- 
factory showing. 

Word ‘has been received from the na- 
val hospital ship Solace, that she has 
on board about forty naval wounded, 
and a number of Spanish wounded. The 
remaining accommodations will be 
given to the wounded from the army. 
It is expected she will arrive in the 
next few days. 

The surgeon-general has assigned 
Surgeon Pursens to take charge of the 
wounded Spanish prisoners at Seavey 
Island, Portsmouth Harbor. Surgeon 
Pursens has recently been at the re- 
cruiting station at New York. With 
him will be four other surgeons, be- 
sides the two Spanish surgeons. They 
will afford exactly the same surgical 
care to the Spanish wounded, as that 
given to American sailors. The hospi- 
tal has accommodations for sixty men, 
although there are only forty-three 
Spanish wounded in the first party. 
Dr. Van Reypen has arranged, how- 
ever, for fitting up two large pavilion 
wards to take place of a hospital. Work 
on the wards is being rushed, and they 
will be ready next Saturday. 

WHAT FOREIGN PAPERS SAY.

|} A Roast of the American News- 


paper Correspondents. 
{A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT. ] 

LONDON, July 12.—[By Atlantic 
Cable. ] The Havana correspondent of 
vae Times, in a letter dated J une 1, de- 
scribing events and daily life there 
testifies to the excellent organization 
and orderly conduct of tthe police, who, 
nevertheless, “have been denounced by 
American journalists as armed ruffians 
and a terror to the law-abiding.” 

The correspondent expresses “‘surprise 
at the tolerance of the authorities in 
allowing native sympathizers with the 
rebels openly to talk Sedition in the 
cafés, just as the American corre- 
spondents who swarmed in Havana be- 
fore the war did, behaving as if they 
thoug‘nt the Stars and Stripes were al- 


ready flying over Cuba, and yet were 
never molested.’’ 


After remarking that “the nh - 
tants take war with 
they have long been accustomed to 
guerrilla warfare,” the correspondent 
Says, “the condition of the reconcen- 
trados is pitiable, but the mortality is 
due, in nine cases out of ten, not to 
starvation, but the malaria. They have 
been so long preyed upon by the in- 
surgents that they fall easy victims to 
disease,”’ 

The writer proceeds to inveigh at 
great length against American “agi- 
tators,” and especially the Ameftcan 
press, for bringing about an unjust 
and foolish war by gross’ misstate- 
ments and exaggerations, intended to 
inflame the passions of the warm- 
hearted and well-meaning American 
people, who, largely credulous and 
ignorant, became the ready dupes of 
agitators. 

“The American correspondents in 
Cuba brought terrible and I believe un- 
just accusations,” he says, “against 
the Spanish soldiery. No doubt Span- 
ish rule has been bad, but had it not 
been for American help the rebellion 
would have been suppressed. Spain 
was never allowed fair play. The 
reckless invention of the American 
journalist would have been amusing if 
the result had not been so mischievous. 
The moral of all is that government by 
journalism is not such a perfect form 
of government as some would have us 
believe.” 

In another letter dated June 18, the 
correspondent says: “Despite the fact 
that the authorities do the utmost to 
relieve suffering and that the govern- 
ment is seizing provisions bought up 
by speculators, famine is tightening 
upon the city and inspiring the popula- 
tion with terror. A barrel of lard was 
sold yesterday for £80 sterling.”’ 

MILES HAS ARRIVED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, July 12.—Gen. Miles, 
who arrived at Siboney on the Yale 
yesterday, made the following report 
to Secretary Alger today:

A dispatch from Oakland, Mo., says that 
a fire which threatened to destroy the town 
broke out soon after daylight.

It is said 
con@ideratle trade is being obtained by 
southern operators who are sending coal 
from the Virginia field to northern points at 
prices ruinous to the Ohio operators. It is 
intimated that railroads are helping the 
Virginia operators, and the conference will 
consider that phase of the situation. 

One person killed, two fatally injured and 
one other badly burned are the results of an 
explosion of gasoline at the residence of 
Mrs. Ida Schulte at No. 3221 North Twenty- 
first street, St. Louis, Mo., yester- 
day. One of the children tried to fill 
a lighted stove tank with gasoline from a 
can. An explosion resulted, which probably 
fatally scorched Mrs. Schulte. Her little 
three-year-old son, Ignatz, was burned .o 
death, and another son, Edward, aged 15, is 
dying as the result of*his burns. Mrs. Liz- 
zie Miller, a neighbor, who rushed in to 
rescue the victims of the fire, was badly 
but not fatally burned. 


Night Dispatches Condensed. 

At Rome the Chamber of Deputies, after 
several days’ discussion, adopted the gov- 
ernment’s measures to restore public order 
in their entirety by a vote of 17 to 37.

A Charlotteville (Va.) dispatch says John 
Henry James, a negro who criminally as- 
saulted Miss Judah Hotopp on the public 
road near her home Monday morning, was 
lynched yesterday two miles west of the 
city by an armed posse of 200 men. 

According to a dispatch to the London 
Times from Wu Chau Fu, the rebellion in 
that dis.rict of China is assuming serious 
proportions. The cities of Yung Shien, Pe- 
lien and Hu Chan has fallen. The Triad 
Society is concerned in the movement. Troops 
are being forwarded to the scenes of the 
disturbances.

FATAL CUTTING AFFRAY. 


A Drunken Man Slashes Four Others 
and Escapes.

ALBUQUERQUE (N., M.,) July 12.— 
{Exclusive Dispatch.] The little town 
of Alameda, a few miles above the 
city, has furnished a cutting scrape in 
which one man has died, and three are 
not expected to live. A ball was held 
last night, and a majority of the men 
loaded themselves with native wine. 
By midnight they were very quarrel- 
some, and some half a dozen minor 
knockouts occurred. 

Near morning José Pino Chavez as- 
saulted Joaquin Gonzales, Lorenzo Gar- 
cia, Vicente’ Saiz and Pantaleon San- 
doval, and in a twinkling had the four 
men writhing in the agonies of half a 
dozen dangerous cuts each, across the 
abdomen and chest.

A messenger came to the city for a 
doctor and Dr. J. S. Easterday re- 
sponded. He found Gonzales’s abdo- 
men ripped open in several places. He 
has since died. It is thought that the 
other three will die, although there 
is a possible chance for Garcia and 
Sandoval’s surviving their ugly wounds.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 12.—Plans 
are nearly completed for the depart- 
ure of the next two expeditions for 
the Philippines. A slight change in the 
assignment of signal-corps men has 
been made, and instead of the full 
company, only adetachment of eight 
of the corps will go on the exp<dition 
now ordered to sail on Friday. Gen. 
Otis and his staff are ready for de- 
parture. The fleet of transports to 
follow is expected to get away in less 
than ten days, and some officers fix 
the date as early as next Monday. The 
troops for these three vessels will not 
be designated for two or three days. 

Gen. Otis issued an order today plac- 
ing Brig-Gen. M. P. Miller !n command 
of all the troops left at Camp Merritt 
and the Presidio, including the ex- 
peditionary forces. He wiil be under 
Maj.-Gen. Merriam, who was recently 
instructed by the War Department 
to take entire control of all forces 
after Gen. Otis’s departure. After to- 
morrow, the troops remaining at Camp 
Merritt will be rebrigaded, and it is 
probable that Brig.-Gen. King will re- 
main to go with the last expedition. 
It is thought that Brig.-Gen. Otis will 
be in command of the flest, comprising 
the St. Paul, Pennsylvania and Rio 
de Janeiro. These will overtake the 
Peru and City of Puebla at Honolulu, 
and after the annexation ceremonies 
the five ships wiil proceed to Manila 
with Gen. E. S. Otis in charge. 

The troops will embark upon the 
City of Puebla tomorrow, and the or- 
ders are for her to pull into the 
stream tomorrow morning. Government 
stores are being rapidly put aboard, 
and the Puebla is entrely ready for 
the reception of the soldiers. The 
same orders have been received at 
the Pacific Mail dock for the Peru. 
The troops are to go aboard tomorrow, 
and the vessel will pull into :he stream 
at night, making an early start Thurs- 
day morning. The stores the Peru is 
now receiving consist chiefiy of sum- 
mer uniforms for the .sen. The Red 
Cross has sent down several tons 
of stuff for the sotdiers, and all this 
freight will be on Loard by tonight. 

A large force of men is working 
on the Pennsylvania. The Rio de 
Janeiro is coaling. The sailing ship 
Tacoma will be ready in a2 few days 
to take on board 250 horses and mules. 
The Walla Walla, which arrived lest 
night from northern ports; is said to 
have been taken by the government. 
She began discharging early this morn- 
ing, and ought to be finished by tomor- 
row.

The remaining members of the 
staff, it was reported yesterday, will go 
to Manila next week on the City of 
Rio and join him on that vessel on its 
arrival at Honolulu. They are: Capt.

Capt. A. Devol, assistant quarter- 
master; Capt. C. C. Wolcutt, assistant 
quartermaster. 

The Seventh California will go to 
Manila, if present plans are not al- 
tered. The 300 men of the Sixth Ar- 
tillery who will sail with their guns, 
have nearly all had large experience, 
and many of them are expert marks- 
men, 

Ninety horses and 120 mules will be 
sent to Manila on the sgnaip Tacoma. 
They will be cared for by Veterinary 
Surgeon Plummer of the Fourth Cav- 
alry, and a detail of thirty .men.

BLOWN TO ELINDERS. 


TWO EXPLOSIONS KILLELEVEN MEN 
AND WOUND TWENTY OTHERS, 


Laflin-Rand Powder Works Build- 
ings Wrecked—Will Be Recon- 
etructed and Running Again in 
Two Weeks—Not the Work of 
Spies—Harrowing Scenes. 


[ ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

NEW YORK, July 12,—Two explo- 
sions, which killed 11 men, wounded 
about twenty others, and wrecked two 
buildings, occurred at the plant of the 
Lafin-Rand Powder Works at Pompton, 
N. J., toda. The first explosion was in 
the house where gun cotton was being 
made, and the second, presumably su- 
perinduced by concussion, was in the 
drying-house close by. Three men 
were in the mixing-room when the ex- 
plosion occurred, and they were blown 
to atoms. Chief Engineer Craig, who 
was in the engine-room, had his head 
crushed to a jelly in the wreckage of 
the boiler-house, the side of which was 
blown out. 

John Phillips was standing near a 
‘ree soine distance from the mixing- 
house; his head was blown from his 
body and was picked up eighty feet 
away. His body was frightfully torn 
by the force of the explosion, and his 
clothing was whipped from his body. 

The foreman of the drying-room was 
also blown to pieces, and a number of 
Italians, who were digging a trench in 
the rear of the building, were killed. 

The most seriously mjured was Wil- 
liam Emons a private of Co. M., New 
Jersey Volunteers. He was horribly 
torn by flying splinters. It is not 
likely that he will recover. Charles 
Lukes of Butler was also probably fa- 
tally injured. 

The first explosion was at about 10:20 
o'clock. Before the noise or roar of it 
died away, there was a second louder 
and more terrific than the first. The 
roar was heard for miles, and the con- 
cussion broke windows in all direc- 
tions. The explosion was followed by a 
fire which threatened to spread to the 
other buildings of the plant in which 
tons of high explosives’ were stored. 

Five companies of the Third New 
Jersey Volunteers have been stationed 
at the plant since the war with Spain 
began, and they were ordered under 
arms, and went to the scene of the 
»xplosion on double-quick time. At 
10:31 the soldiers had formed a cordon 
around the fire, and the firemen were 
at work trying to quench the flames. 
Almost immediately after the explo- 
sion, the anxious relatives of the men 
working at the mill congregated near 
the scene. The soldiers tried every 
means of keeping the crowd back, tell- 
ing them of the danger of further ex- 
plosions, and the impossibility Of their 
passing the line. Women, frantic with 
anxiety, tried to rush through, and the 
soldiers were compelled to fix bayonets 
to hold the crowd back. 

As the injured came through the 
lines of soldiers, the scenes of excite- 
ment were redoubled. Every one of 
‘he working men who came out was 
immediately surrounded and begged 
for word of those who had been left 
pehind, many of whom are still miss- 
ing. 

The fire was soon under control, and 
finally quenched. The search for* other 
dead and missing was immediately he- 
gun, and will be prosecuted diligently. 
During the fire two tanks, each of 
«hich contained a ton of nitro-glycer- 
ine, were in constant danger of being 
exploded by flying sparks. The Laflin- 
Rand Company had been engaged in 
the manufacture of brown powder, ni- 
tro-glycerine, gun cotton, and smoke- 
less powder, under contract to the 
government. The loss to’ the com- 
pany will be great, but it is said a re- 
construction of the wrecked buildings 
will begin at daylight tomorrow, and 
the plant will be in full running order 
in two weeks.

VICTORIA, (B.°C.,) July 12.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] On the steamer City 
of Topeka, which arrived here this 
evening, were 125 men from Copper 
River and Cook’s Inlet, every one of 


’ whom damn those two districts, Cook’s 


Inlet because there is no gold there, 
and Copper River because the section 
of that district where the gold is said 
to sr is practically inaccessible.’ In 
the first place the pass from the coast 
to Lake Margaret, over which the 
route to Copper River passes, is beset 
with almost insurmountable barriers 
in the way of glaciers on which slides 
are continually occurring. Two men 
lost their lives in one of these slides 
on April 30, and many outfits were 
lost. 

George W. Crawford, one of the dis- 
appointed ones, said the trip over the 
passes was terrible, but was nothing 
compared with troubles they met in 
the rapids between Margaret Lake and 
Copper River. They built their boats 
on the lake, and in running the rapids 
90 per cent. of the boats were wrecked 
and outfits lost. Those who did reach 
Copper River found it impossible to 
tow the boats up that swift stream, 
and all had to turn back. 

A few will spend the summer at the 
Lake, going up the river on the ice in 
the fall. The others, who went in by 
way of Valdez and Tastena River, met 
the same fate, 28 out of 30 boats being 
wrecked. 

THERE ARE OTHERS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SEATTLE, (Wash.,) July 12.—The 
steamer George W. Elder, which ar- 
rived today from Southeastern Alaska 
ports, reports the steamer Del Norte, 
which was towing the river steamer 
Wisconsin to St. Michaels, abandoned 
the Wisconsin at Juneau. The steamer 
Laurada, which was towing two river 
steamers, the Philip B. Lowe and Kate 
Emrich, to the mouth of the Yukon, 
was obliged to return to Sitka with 
her tows. 

Among the Elder’s 118 passengers 
were about ninety from the Copper 
River country, nearly all of whom had 
a tale of woe relating to the disap- 
pointments and discouragements they 
had met with. They say about six 
hundred prospectors are at the mouth 
of Copper River waiting for an oppor- 
tunity to return to civilization. On 
the other hand many are pushing on 
to the Tanana and Nimook districts.

weather and crop summary for the

TROUBLE IN GUATEMALA, 


Arms That Portends a 
Revolution. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 12.—The Pa- 
cific Mail steamer San José arrived 
from Central American ports and re- 
ports that Central Americans are in 
sympethy with Spain and refuse to 
believe the news of any American 
victory. There are grave feara of a 
revolution in Guatemala, and the goy- 
ernment, though not alarmed, is deter- 
mined to deal promptly with auy rebels. 

The San José shipped from San José 
de Guetemala to Champerivo 102 cases 
of rifies, 500 rounds of cartridges, six 
cases of cannon and two Gatling gurs. 
The shipment was from the government 
arsenal, and when it was rescived 
on board all the cases were marked 
“Guayaquil, Ecuador.” The purpose 
was to make it appear that arms were 
being shipped outside of the repub- 
lic so as not to arouse suspicion. The 
authorities at Champerico remained si- 
lent when questioned as to the pur- 
pose of this shipment. Kach case con- 
tained twenty-four rifies, or 2448 rifles 
altogether. It is assumed the shipment 
means trouble, as each time the Pa- 
cific Mail boats have shipped from 
one port to another « revolution has 
followed.

SOCIAL PROBLEMS, 


Congregationalists are Still in Ses- 
sion at Portland, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


PORTLAND (Or.,) July 12.—At the 
morning session of the National Coun- 
cil of Congregationalists, a number of 
minor committees were appointed. The 
report on “Secret Societies’ was read 
by Rev. W. H. Davis of Newton, Mass., 
who said, in part: 

“The growth of secret and social or- 
ders during the past ten years has 
been rapid, the total annual increase 
in membership being rated at 250,000. 
In 1896 the expenditures in benefit gifts 
and claims reached the sum of $640,v00,- 
000, while in transportation fees, ban- 
quets, testimonials, regalia and conven- 
tion expenses, $250,000,000 more were 
spent. To these items the approximate 
sum of $42,000,000 was added for the 
rental of buildings and halls for lodge 
purposes, thus making a total of $941,- 
000,000 expended in a single year by the 
secret societies of the United States—a 
sum not only of vast financail propor- 
tions, but one which represents large 
outgoes of time and strength and so- 
cial attention. 

“This socialogical trend of our time 
has tremendous forces of good, as well 
as of evil, in it and the church will 
wisely separate the one from the other 
in its judgment and action. Such an 
attitude will render more effective the 
protest which the church must needs 
make against’ those organizations 
which menace in various ways the 
moral and social life of the community, 
and at the same time enable the church 
to recognize and meet the social hun- 
ger in the lives of men which such om- 
nipresent organizations reveal, for this 
suggestive sign of the times has large 
lessons for the Christian church.” 

The following resolution was pre- 
sented for passage: 

“Resolved, that we gratefully recog- 
nize the fraternal and philanthropic 
purpose of many of the secret organi- 
zations; we deem it the privilege and 
the duty of the church to meet in more 
generous and Christian ways the so- 
cial ways of the neighborhood in which 
they are organized—to the end that 
whatever tends to lower the social and 
moral tone of the community, may be 
met and supplanted by the higher so- 
clal service and warmer Christian fel- 
lowship of the church of God.”’ 

The council accepted the report, and 
the committee was discharged. Rev. 
I. W. Metcalf of Elyria, O., read a pa- 
epr on ‘“‘How to Secure the Property of 
Disbanded Churches.” 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
PORTLAND (Or.,) July 12.—At the 

afternoon session, Rev. H. A. Hazel of 

Massachusetts read a paper on “The 

Future of Ecclesiastical Councils.”’ 
The committee report on city evan- 


gelization, prepared by Rev. H. A. 


Stimson of New York, was presented 
and adopted by the council. “High 
Standards of Character for the Chris- 
tian Ministry’’ was the subject of a 
paper by Rev. Prof. A. L. Gillett of 
Hartford, Ct. Statements from a num- 
ber of theological seminaries were read, 
and a long discussion followed. 

At the evenig session, papers were 
read by Rev. W. E. Barton of Boston 
and E. G. Updike of Madison, Wis., on 
“The Church and Social Problems.” 
Mr. Updike said: ‘The church can have 
no more important missions than to 
keep alive the sense of obligation which 
men should have toward each other. 
Its work, therefore, must be  pre- 
eminently social. Social solidarity is a 
new term with great meaning. There 
is no such thing as individual protec- 
tion dissociated from mutual protection, 
If we neglect those sunk in degrada- 
tion, their shame and misery will mount 
at last to the highest circles of society. 
The life of one part of the world is the 
life of every part of it. We must move 
on together. We cannot, as individ- 
uals, leave behind the slums; we can- 
not as a nation leave Cuba or the 
Philippines. The very essence, then, 
of church work must be to grasp the 
full meaning of social solidarity and 
enforce it.” 

Miss Mary C. Collins of Fort Yates, 
an Indian missionary, delivered an ad- 
dress on her work. 

Rev. W. H. G. Temple of Seattle, 
Wash... spoke on the subject of “Con- 
gregationalism of the Twentieth Cen- 
tury.’ 


BRITAIN TO THE FORE. 


English Gunboats Searching for the 
Alleged Spanish Privateer.

VICTORIA, (B. C.,) July 12.—In re- 
sponse to the request of United States 
Consul Dudley of Vancouver, Admira] 
Pulleser, commander of the Pacific 
British squadron stationed at Esyui- 
malt, has dispatched H. M. S. Amphion, 
a second-class cruiser carrying nine 
guns, and the sloop Icarius, mount- 
ing eight guns, to cruise the waters ot 
the north to search for the alleged 
privateer which, according to reports 
which have reached the ears of the 
Consul, lies hidden in the vicinity of 
Dixon entrance, the passage for south- 
bound treasure ships.

AN AMERICAN PATROL.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 12.—The 
story which has been widely circulatea 
that a Spanish privateer is lurking in 
the North Pacific for the: purpose of 
looting treasure-laden vessels from the 
Klondike is not credited in maritime 
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circles. It is openly asserted that the 
statement was made simply to divert 
traffic from American to British vessels. 
The government, however, has deter- 
mined to take no chances, and has or- 
dered a number of vessels to be 
equipped for patrol duty along this 
Coast. 

Lieut. Commander Mosier of the Al- 
batross will be at the head of the fleet. 
The vessels under his command will in- 
include the Grant, Capt. J. A. Stamm; 
the Corwin, Capt. W. J. Herring; the 
Rush, Capt. Roberts, and the Perry. 
Capt. Kingore. The Corwin is now at 
San Diego and the Perry is at the 
Columbia River. These vessels will be 
supplied with new rapid-fire guns, and 
some of them may ultimately be sent 
to the Philippines for revenue work or 
scouting duty. 


THE HURT CHILDREN. 


Judge Ogden Renders a Compromise 
Decision in the Case.

OAKLAND, July 12.—Judge Ogden 
has rendered a compromise decision in 
the Hurt habeas corpus case, which 
is virtually a victory for Mrs. Hurt.

12.—The tug Mystic, while towing the 
fishing boats and scows with a total 
of seventy-five men on board, to Roche 
Harbor encountered a severe gale. The 
tow lines broke, and the boats drifted 
helplessly in the straits while seas 
swept over the scows, ruining’ the 
fishermen’s outfits.

At the time of 
his’ death he was a member of the 
firm of Garber & Garber.

M. Place, convicted of the murder of 
her step-daughter, Ida Place, was today 
sentenced to die in the electric chair 
at Sing Sing prison during the week 
beginning August 29. 

Mrs. Place broke down when sentence 
was pronounced. Mrs. Place is 44 years 
of age, and the murdered girl was 138. 
Mrs. Place was insanely jealous of her 
step-daughter, with whom she had fre- 
quent quarrels. Some time during one 
day in February last she smothered the 
girl to death with a pillow.

A SIGNIFICANT LETTER. 


WATER COMPANY’S REPLIES TO 
SOME PERTINENT QUESTIONS, 


The Praspects of an Amicable Set- 
tlement are not Cheering—Inves- 
tigating the Feasibility of Dis- 
pensing With the Crystal Springs 
Property. 


The conference held behind closed 
doors yesterday by the representatives 
of the Los Angeles City Water Com- 
pany and the Water Supply Committee 
of the Council was the most important 
of any that have occurred. In the 
matter of reaching a settlement of the 
differences which exist between the 
city and the company, the conference 
was not as successful as had been ex- 
pected, in fact it is thought to have 
made the chances for such a settle- 
ment more remote than before. When 
the conference began several weeks 
ago they were’ with a view to deter- 
mining whether some plan of settle- 
ment could not be decided upon with- 
out resort to the courts. Arbitration, 
and the manner in which it was to 
be followed, formed the chief subjects 
which were considered. At no time 
has there been any refusal by the 
company to arbitrate the value of its 
plant, as is provided in the contract, 
but the city has now encountered a 
condition which renders the settlement 
of the question a matter of some diffi- 
culty. 

Soon after the opening of the confer- 
ence yesterday the Water Company 
submitted a communication which was 
intended to be a reply to _ certain 
queries that had been made by the 
city. It was one of the most impor- 
tant communications that the company 
has yet sent to the Council, as it vir- 
tually states what the company will 
and will not do. The communication 
follows: 

“LOS ANGELBS, Cal., July 12, 1898. 

‘To Messrs. W. E. Dunn, City Attor- 
ney, and Messrs. Lee & Scott, attorneys 
for the City of Los Angeles, and to the 
Water Supply Committee of the City 
Council Gentlemen: The Crystal 
Springs Land and Water Company, 
and the Los Angeles City Water Com- 
pany have had under consideration the 
various propositions which you de- 
sired us to submit to those companies, 
as expressed in our last interview with 
you. We take up these propositions 
as we understand them, and reply to 
them: 

“I. (Q.) For what rent will the Crys- 
tal Springs Land and Water Company 
lease to the City of Los Angeles its 
properties for a term of three years? 

“(A.) We will make a lease to the 
city for three years at an annual ren- 
tal of $100,000 per annum, payable 
either monthly,

mencing when the Los Angeles City 
Water Company has been paid by the 
city for its works; and the right of 
possession of the Crystal Springs prop-

A For what rental will the 
Los Angeles City Water Company 
lease its property to the city per an- 
num, such rent to be paid monthly, 
quarterly, or semi-annually; as agreed 
upon, but to be returned by the com- 
pany to the city in the event that it 
should be adjudged in some tribunal, 
in some action, that the city was en- 
titled to the possession from and after 
the 22nd day of July, 1898? 

We will not lease under those 
terms at all. . 

“IIT. (Q.) Will we enter into an 
agreement with the city to rescind the 
present contract between the Los An- 
geles City Water Company and the 
city of Los Angeles? 

‘(A.) We shall decline to make such 
an agreement. 

‘The answer to the last proposi- 
tion we might modify to sume extent 
and say that we would not be disin- 
clined to agree to a recission, provided 
that the agreement by which it is 
rescinded should distinctly and une- 
quivocally state what should be the 
rights of the parties after such rescis- 
sion, and that that agreement must 
recognize the ownership by the Los An- 
geles City Water Company of its prop- 
erties. As we feel quite sure that 
we should never agree upon the conse- 
quence of rescission, we have not 
thought it worth while to negotiate 
about it at all. 

“The time is too short for nego- 
tiation, and we might s&y here that it 
is useless to present any proposition 
for discussion that does not rid us 
of litigation. We have been willing to 
make some agreements leaving owner- 
ship of the water in the Crystal Springs 
pipes to be determined in the ju- 
dicial proceedings that are already 
pending; but we will not enter into an 
agreement*that opens up further liti- 
gation, or new forms of controversy, 
or raises new questions. Were we to 
agree to lease the Los Angeles City 
Water Company’s property, the rent to 
be repaid upon a certain determination, 
it is by no means certain to our minds 
that that litigation could take place 
at all. At any rate, we cannot now en- 
ter upon an investigation of new ques- 
tions and the priciples of law by which 
they might be governed. We have de- 
sired to avoid litigation, but if that 
be impossible, we prefer to meet such 
as arises from the contract already 
existing, to beginning again to lay 
the foundation for further strife. 

“We again repeat xat we would pre- 
fer to make a ‘onger lease of the 
Crystal Springs property, say ten 
years, at a less rental. Respectfully

The foregoing communication was 
read and re-read by the committee, 
and for a time there was no decision 
as to what should be done. The ques- 
tion which presented itself, was 
whether the city could get along with- 
out what is known as the property 
of the Crystal Springs Land and Water 
Company. There was no doubt in the 
minds of the Councilmen as to the wl- 
timate acquisition by the city of the 
property of the Los aAnzeles City 
Water Company, as contained in tre 
schedule submitted to the Council sorne 
time ago, but with the possession of 
that property the question was whether 
it would furnish sufticient water to 
supply the demands of the city, with- 
out also securing the Crystal Springs 
property. 

President Silver called attention to 
the fact that while the city might se- 
cure the Los Angeles City Water Com- 
pany’s property and pay for it, that 
property alone might not be sufficient 
to supply the city,- and the possession 
of the Crystal Springs property might 
be necessary in order to secure a proper 
supply of water, as much for domestic 
use as for fire service. The matter 
of sufficient pressure and whether the 
water company’s property would pro- 
duce it was also discussed. The mat- 
ter avas talked of by all present, and 
the session continued until after 5 
o'clock. 

It was finally decided, after various 
Plans had been suggested, to refer the 
matter to a board of engineers who 
should determine upon the question as 
to what the city could depend upon 
for its water supply, if the Crystal 
Springs property was left out of the 
settlement with the water company. In 
other words, the Councilmen wanted to 
know whether it would be possible for 
them to leave the Crystal Springs prop- 
erty in the hands of its present owners 
and still have a sufficient supply from 
other sources. There was no doubt 
but that in time, after the construc- 
tion by the city of its own headworks, 
the city would not ‘have to depend upon 
the Crystal Springs water. At pres- 
ent, however, it seemed to the Council 
that the city must have the property 
referred to. The terms of lease which 
were proposed by the company were 
too high to be considered, except as a 
last resort. The decision to refer it 
to the Board of Engineers was for the 
purpose of learning just what supply 
the city had to depend upon. 

The question of who should compose 
the board of engineers was discussed, 
and it was decided that the board 
should consist of J. D. Schuyler, Fred 
Eaton and City Engineer Dockweiler. 
As the matter was of greatest import- 
ance and as it was necessary to have 
the information which these engineers 
would furnish at the earliest possible 
moment, a meeting of the Board of 
Engineers avas called for last night. 


NIGHT MEETING HELD. 


At 7:30 o’clock last evening the Board 
of Engineers assembled in the Com- 
mittee Room at the City Hall. Messrs. 
Nickell and Toll of the Water Supply 
Committee and President Silver were 
also in attendance. Maps of the water 
system were carefully examined and the 
Water Supply Committee finally made 
a request in writing to the Board of 
Epegineers for a report upon the mat- 
ter at once. 

As there was nothing that the com- 
mittee could do until the engineeers re- 
ported, the meeting adjourned. The 
engineers repaired to the office of City 
Engineer Dockweiler, where, for a 
long time, they pored over maps and 
other data in Mr. Dockweiler’s posses- 
sion. They were never in any doubt 
as to the ability of the city to supply 
water to the residents without the 
Crystal Springs property, but to do this 
and at the same time prevent a greatly 
diminished flow in the southwesterly 
portion of the city was what bothered 
them. At best it was conceded that if 
the city took the property of the Los 
Angeles City Water Company and did 
not take that of the Crystal Springs 
Land and Water Company, the people 
in the Fourth and Fifth wards would 
be without a sufficient supply of water 
until other arrangements could be 
made. 

It was nearly midnight before the 
Board of Engineers completed its work. 
This morning the following renort wi |! 
be submitted by this board to the 
Water Supply Committee, and by it to 
the Council at a special session to be 
held this afternoon. That session 
promises to be interesting, as arrange- 
ments may be made to follow the plan 
suggested by the engineers when the 
time arrives:

“In response to this. communication 
we bez to state that it appears from 
the schedule of property furnished us 
that the only conduit leading from the 
river into the city belonging the Los 
Angeles City Water Company is the 
one known as the ‘power ditch,’ lead- 
ing directly to the Buena Vista-street 
reservoir. With a week's work of a 
moderate force it is believed that this 


conduit throughout could be brought 


up to the safe maximum capacity at 
any point, which is about, 1000 miner's 
inches. This is approximately two- 
thirds of the amount of present maxi- 
mum consumption in the city, and it 
is, therefore, apparent that the supply 
could be chiefly drawn from this source, 
provided the pipes leading from the 
reservoir are of sufficient capacity to 
carry the required supply through the 
business district to the residence por- 
tion of the city in the southwest. We 
are, however, in doubt as to this ca- 
pacity, which was short some years 
ago, before the southwest section was 
reinforced from the Bellevue reservoir, 
and as the latter belongs to the Crystal 
Springs..Land and Water Company, 
and would be unavailable, it would 
necessitate the construction of a pipe 
line from the main supply ditch near 
the intersection of Effie and Alvarado 
streets, on Alvarado to Seventh street. 
The capacity of this pipe should be 500 
miner’s inches, and would require sixty 
to ninety days to install the same in 
operation. During .this period there 
would be a shortage of water in the 
southwesterly portion of the city, anda 
lack of adequate fire protection. The 
necessary expenditure for this pipe line 
and other connections and enlarge- 
ments, including the cleaning and 
strengthening of the main supply and 
power ditches, would be = approxi- 
mately $50,000. Until the construction 
of the proposed headworks, all the wa- 
ter used in the city would be the sur- 
face flow of the river and none of it 
would ‘be filtered.”

ALMOST AS BAD AS EVER. 


“White Wings” Saloon Retains Its 
License and Its Boxes. 

After having devoted much of its 
time at three of its meetings to con- 
sideration of the fact that the notorious 
“White Wings’ saloon is being con- 
ducted in such 'a manner as to cause 
the respectable residents of the: neigh- 
borhood of First and Wilmington 
streets much annoyance, and after 
threatening to revoke the license of the 
saloon if this or that was not done, the 
Board of Police Commissioners have 
practically dropped the matter without 
doing anything to relieve the complain- 
ing property-owners. 

The matter was first called to the at- 

tention of the police department more 
than a month ago, when a number of 
the people who reside in the neighbor- 
hood of the place called on Chief Glass 
and protested against the continuance 
of the nightly scenes of debauchery 
there. They got little satisfaction from 
him, and were referred to the Board of 
Police Commissioners.Before the board 
they made complaint in writing, alleg- 
ing that the place was so bad that it 
had come to be known and boasted of 
as “‘hell’s half acre.” The. complaint 
was referred to the Chief for investi- 
gation. He reported-that there were a 
number of private boxes in the saloon, 
which were occupied by prostitutes and 
those who live on them, and recom- 
mended that the commission order the 
boxes removed. Such an order was is- 
sued. In a subsequent report the Chief 
notified the commissioners that there 
still remained two of the boxe& At the 
last meeting of the commi$sion the 
Chief was directed to notify the pro- 
prietors of the place that unless the two 
boxes were removed and the side door 
closed, the license would be revoked at 
the next meeting. The next meeting 
referred to in that order to the Chief 
was held yesterday, and the commis- 
sion was notified that the two boxes 
still remained, but the proprietors of 
the place asserted that the boxes were 
to be used for cooking purposes only. 
In regard to the side door which had 
been ordered nailed up, it was reported 
that a Yale lock had been placed on 
that, and it was therefore closed. 
. Two of the interested residents of the 
neighborhood were before the commis- 
sion and protested that the assertion 
that the boxes were to be used for 
cooking was a mere subterfuge, and 
that the Yale lock could be locked open 
at any time, and that the side door was 
no more closed than it had even been: 
that the place was still frequented by 
prostitutes, and that’ they occupied 
these very cooking boxes. The commis- 
sion did not revoke the license as had 
been threatened, but the complainants 
were informed that in event of dis- 
order there they had recourse to the 
courts. That was practically all there 
was of the matter, although the sub- 
ject was discussed for some time. Dur- 
ing that discussion the Mayor urged 
that the commission visit the place in 
a body and turn the disreputable in- 
mates out of the building, which is 
owned by Charles Gollmer. As to the 
complaint that the second floor of the 
house was a most disreputable place, 
the commission took no action. 

The secretary of the Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association on behalf 
of that organization, recommended J. 
Remsen for appointment as a regular 
policeman, but as there are no vacan- 
cies on the force, the communication 
was filed. 

The applications of T. C. Archer and 
C. 8. Hogan for appointment as spe- 
cial policemen were received and or- 
dered filed. 

Charles Massey was granted a license 
for a saloon at No. 1438 San Fernando 
street. 

The following applications for trans- 
fer of saloon licenses were referred to 
the Chief: From C. E. Bernard to F. 
H. Bernard, the license at No. 234 North 
Los Angeles street; L. S. Wolf and 
Simon Grieve to themselves of the 
license of C. S. Haeffner at No. 228 
West Third street. 

An’ invitation to the commissioers 
to attend the celebration of the anni- 
versary of the fall of the Bastile by the 
French colony was presented after the 
commission had adjourned, and could 
not be formally accepted. 


NOT SETTLED YET. 


Opening of an Alley to Cause the 
Council More Trouble. 

The trouble over the proposed open- 
ing of an alley from Fourth to Fifth 
streets between Broadway and Hil! 
streets has not been settled, although it 
has*been thought that all objections to 
the matter had been removed. Yester- 
day Mrs. Eliza Wilson filed a protest 
against the report of the commission- 
ers appointed to assess the damages 
and benefits in the matter. Among 
other things she avers that the entire 
proceedings by Which the opening of the 
alley was ordered are irregular and 
illegal. The complainant objected to 
the opening of the alley when it was 
first proposed, and was represented in 
the Council several times. Q9he finally 
withdrew her objections and so in- 
formed the Council, but the report of 
the commissioners does not please her, 
and she will fight against its confirma- 
tion.

AN ANCIENT SUIT. 


A. C. BUTLER MAKES AFFIDAVIT 
ABOUT HIS ATTORNEYS, 


His Serenity of Mind Disturbed 
White Attempting to Obtain 
825,000 from Dr. Hagan, and a 


Similar Amount from the Los 
Angeles Consolidated Road, 


A very simple suit is on trial before 
Judge Van Dyke in Department Four, 
and yet in certain matters that pertain 
to the plaintiff's case, it is oddly en- 
tangled, and not without a touch of 
humor. 

The suit was instituted by A. C. 
Butler, who carried on business as a 
real estate agent in the Wilson Block, 
to recover $25,000 as damages from Dr. 
Martin Hagan for aileged negligence 
while acting in the capacity of surgeon 
at the County Hospital. Butler, on Au- 
gust 26, 1894, had his left leg broken 
between the knee and hip joint—the 
fernus bone being fractured—by being 
struck by one of the cars of the Los 
Angeles Consolidated Electric Com- 
pany. Alleging that he was in indigent 
circumstances, Butler was sent to the 
County Hospital, and until November 
16, received treatment from Dr. Hagan. 
Upon recovering, as plaintiff testified 
yesterday, the injured leg was a trifle 
shorter than the sound one, and was 
slightly crooked. This he ascribes to 
t unskillful treatment he received in 
the hospital, 
other treatment his left nether extrem- 
ity would be a serviceable companion 
to his uninjured member. For thus 
pulling his leg, causing contraction and 
not elongation, the plaintiff demands 
$25,000 as compensation. 

So far the issue in the case is clearly 
defined, and is being answered by the 
defendant to the effect that the broken 
limb was set in consonance with the 
rules of the best surgical methods, but 
that after it had been set in splints 
and positive orders given to let it re- 
main undisturbed, the plaintiff amused 
himself by removing the splints, and 
finally left the hospital before the treat- 
ment was completed, and in disobe- 
dience of instructions, 


another damage suit, to recover a like 
amount, that Butler has begun against 
the Los Angeles Electric Company, and 
the trials and troubles he has had to 
face in getting them into court at all 
is of quite as much general interest as 
the direct issues involved. 

When Butler got around after his ac- 
cident, and had arrived at the conclu- 
sion that his left leg had a money 
value, and that its value as a personal 
asset had been much reduced by the 
injury, he retained the law firm of Wil- 
liams & Young as his attorneys to 
bring the two damage suits contem- 
plated. According to the facts set forth 
in affidavits filed in the case, these law- 
yers did little or nothing for six 
months, and then Mr. Williams sep- 
arated from the firm. I. E. Messmore 
and Young consolidated forces, and 
they were substituted as Butler's at- 
torneys. The plaintiff paid all the costs, 
but his new attorneys told him that he 
must pay $165 in advance for jury and 
witness fees. Butier’s circumstances in 
a financial way had not improved 
much, but he did get the $165 from rel- 
atives in the East, and handed it to 
Messmore & Younc, who promised to 
demand a jury and make the necessary 
deposit for jury fees. But they really 
did nothing of the kind, but just gob- 
bled the money, as the plaintiff alleges, 
to their own use and delayed the prose- 
cution. Butler says Messmore & Young 
were not entitled to the $165, as he had 
paid all the fees for filing papers, and 
the attorneys looked for their remun- 
eration to the contingent fee, for which 
they took the case, although Butler had 
given them a retainer in the first in- 
stance, 

Neither Messmore nor Young cared 
to have these reflections cast upon their 
methods of conducting their legal busi- 
ness, and answered the allegations 
made by counter-allegations. Young 
denied ever receiving that $165, but al- 
leged that a check for the amount was 
handed to Messmore for collection, and 
he at that time was not engaged as at- 
torney in the case. It was understodd, 
however, that Messmore was to come 
into the case, and when collection was 
made on the check it was understood 
by the two attorneys that the money 
was to be distributed as follows: $30 
to Young as a halance due on a $59 
retaining fee to the firm of Williams & 
Young in the case of Butler vs. Hagan; 
$59 to Messmore & Young as a retain- 
ing fee in the case of Butler vs. Los 
Angeles Electric Company, and $85 to 
I. FE. Messmore as a retaining fee in 
the suit of Butler vs. Hagan. But this 
statement Butler strenuously denied in 
another affidavit. He alleges that the 
understanding was that the $165 should 
be deposited in the bank to be drawn 
against as occasion required for fees 
and court costs, and in substantiation 
asserts that the firm of Messmore & 
Young wrote to his mother at Colum- 
bus, O., asking her to help and aid her 
son by advancing court costs and costs 
of trial, and no mention was then made 
of retainers to the attorneys. In re- 
sponse to that request the $165 was for- 
warded. 

Butler determined to cut loose from 
his attorneys, and with that purpose 
addressed to them the following letter, 
which is specific enough, but rather 
mixed in its metaphors: 

“Messrs. Messmore & Young, 245- 
246 Wilson Block, city—Gentlemen: 
I am about to announce to you what 
is to me a sad thing, yet it is a duty 
imperative to the immediate welfare 
of myseif, and advised by my folks in 
the East. I am truly sorry that any- 
thing has happened to mar the peace- 
ful serenity of our blissful intercourse, 
and kindly ties, but I have been lead- 
ing a camel bearing many of the 
proverbial straws, and you have added 
more than enough to break the poor 
heast’s back, and he has perforce fal- 
len by the wayside, yea, even possibly 
among thieves: at any rate his period 
of usefulness is past, irrevocably. 

“So be it known by these presents 
that I hereby name as my attorney 
for the ‘two cases now in the courts of 


Los Angeles. of which I am plaintiff,

HOFFMAN FOUND GUILTY. 


The Jury Took Five Minutes to Re- 
turn a Verdict. 


r J. P. Hoffman, the German who was 
charged with extorting $509 from Simon 
Maler, the wholesale butcher, went up- 
on the stand in his own defense yester- 
day. He was very garrulous, and told 
his story in such a rattling way that 
the court had to interpose in a per- 
emptory way in order to stop the wit- 
ness from introducing a lot of irrele- 
vant matter that had no bearing on the 
case. 

The defendant retold the story of his 
mother-in-law having obtained the un- 
savory meat from the store of Rogers 
Bros, at Pasadena, of the discovery of 
the abscess upon it, and his visit to 
the butcher store to find out how such 
meat was put upon the market. Find- 
ing from Rogers Bros. that it came 
from the wholesale establishment of 
Simon Maier, he obtained a letter of 
introduction and with it presented him- 
self at the Spring street store. 

Hoffman emphatically denied ever 
having suggested to Mater that he be 
paid to keep his mouth shut, but he con- 
deded that when the offer of °$500 
was made he took the bait with a very 
fair amount of eagerness. Defendant 
being a German and Maier also being 
of that nationality, and Hoffman not 
wishing to ruin ‘nis business, but only 
protect his family and the public gener- 
ally from having diseased meat sold to 
them, he thought the exigencies of the 
case would be served by Maier paying 
over the $500 that he had offered. 

The defendant's wife and mother-in- 
law corroborated his testimony in large 
part, and several witnesses testified 
to Hoffman's good cnaracter. 

The case went to the jury at about 4 
o'clock, and in five minutes a return 
was made into court with a verdict of 
guilty. This finding, however, is only 
for the “attempt” to extort money, and 
is a minor offense to that upen which 
Hoffman was brought to trial, being 
a misdemeanor and punishable hy fine 
or imprisonment in the County Jail. 


LENON’S TWO MARRIAGES, 


The Defendant Took Notes, Smiled 
and Appeared at Ease, 
Lucius C. Lenon, the clever Haytlan 
negro, who displayed his aptness and 
lawyer-like ability while conducting 
his own case recently in Justice Owens's 
court, when he was charged with grand 
larceny, was brought before Justice 
Young in the Township Court yesterday 
for examination om the charge of big- 
amy that had been preferred against 

him. 

The proceedings were very short. The 
book of, marriage records for the year 
1886 was put in evidence. They showed 
that Lucius CC, Lenon, aged 26 years, a 
native of Hayti and resident of Los An- 
geles had been married to Mrs. Ann 
Daniels, a native of South Carolina. 
aged 233 years, and also a resident of 
Los Angeles, on September 4. Mrs 
Lenon.No. 1 was put upon the witness 
stand, but Johnstone Jones, who was 
defending Lenon, objected to the wife 
testifying against the man who had 
been her husband, and the court sus- 
tained the objection. 

It was next shown from the records 
on file that on December 14, 1897, Lenon 
had been united in marriage to Mattie 
Clark by the Rev. George F. Snyder. 
The minister Was present and testified 
to having performed the ceremony at 
the home of the bride’s mother on Tem- 
ple street, im the presence of four or 
five witnesses. 

Mrs. Ann Lenon was recalled, and 
upon cross-examination stated that it 
was seven years after her divorce from 
Daniels that she married Lenon. She 
denied that she had been married to 
Hardy Moulton or had been known by 
his name. In this she was corroborated 
by John Neville, janitor at the Burbank 
Theater, who testified that he had been 
present at the marriage of Mrs. Daniels 
to the defendant, but did not know of 
her having been married to Hardy Moul- 
ton, or being known by his name. 

That made up the case of the prosecu- 
tion. Lenon appeared to have least at 
stake of any one in the courtroom, and 
smilingly conferred in whispers with 
his counsel while taking voluminous 
notes of the testimony in shorthand. 

Gen, Jones moved to dismiss the case. 
holding that all the testimony offered 
by the prosecution simply tended to 
show that there had been two mar- 
riages, and consequently that the later 
one was annulable. But that, counsel 
argued, did not show that a crime had 
been committed. Eleven years had 
elapsed between the two marriages, and 
many contingencies might by mistake 
or otherwise bring about a second mar- 
riage without there being any criminal! 
intent.

THE 


All Shake Hands and it Remains 
Now Intact. 

The case of Atkinson vs. Griffin cams 
to a sudden termination yesterday in 
Department Six, before Judge Allen. , 
The facts out of which the action de- 
veloped were the result of the defend- 
ant’s severing a ten-room house from 
the property of the plaintiff when the 
property was mortgaged to a Mr. Hare 
rison, and while the mortgage was in 
process of foreclosure. 

The defendant Griffin had purchased 
the property from the plaintiff, Atkin- 
son, and subsequently, in Judge York's 
department, the transfer and convey- 
ance from Atkinson to Griffin was set 
aside on the ground of the fraud of 
Griffin. In the meantime, however, 
before the deed to Griffin was. set aside, 
Griffin had removed the house in ques- 
tion from off the premises, and put ie 
on other land belonging to himself. 
Mrs. Atkinson then replevined the 
house and removed it to her premises. 

But while that was being done the 
mortgage on the Atkinson place had 
been foreclosed by Harrison, and he 
had eet a deficiency judgment against 
Mrs. Atkinson, and against Griffin, and 
execution was levied against the much- 
bandied-about house. It was sold by 
the sheriff, and was bid in by Harri- 
som, who now claims title to it. 

In the replevin suit brought by Mrs, 
Atkinson, which was before Judge Al- 
len yesterday, Mrs. Atkinson, by sup- 
plemental complaint filed in the cause, 
set out the sale of the house under the 
deficiency judgment, and the fact that 
she claimed no title to the house after 
such sale, and that the house having 
been sold by the sheriff under the de- 
ficiency judement, and such judgment 
heing adjudicated against Griffin, the 
title of Griffin to the house had passed 
by the execution sale to Mr. Harrison, 

E. G. Harrison filed a complaint in 
intervention setting up all these facts 
with reward to the sale,under execu- 
tion of the house, and hfs purchase of 
the same, and that Griffin no longeP 
had any title to the house, defendant 
Griffin admitting these facts. 

Judge Allen decided that tnasmuch 
as the plaintiff and defendant had each 
admitted that they had no title to the 
house, and no right of possession, that 
the case would have to be thrown out 
of court. and that inasmuch as it was 
admitted by all the parties that the 
title to the house was in Mr. Harrison 
there was nothing to litigate as be- 
tween the plaintiff and defendant. 

Tne court therefore dismissed the 
suit, thus ending another chapter in 
the story of this curious case. Every 
phase of it have been keenly contested, 
and yesterday the law firms of Mul- 
ford & Pollard, and Works & Lee 
represented the plaintiff, and inter- 
venor, while Walter F. Haas, Esq., and 
Ss, 0. Houghton, Esq., appeared for the 
defendant.

FUTURE OF THE PHILIPPINES. 

Our es.eemed cotemporary, the 
Novoe Vremya, of St. Petersburg, 
discussing the war between the United 
States and Spain, which it regards as 
Virtually over, naively observes that 
“the political situation largely depends 
upon the attitude of Russia.” This | 
statement would be important, if it 
were true. But inasmuch as it is not 
true, its importance correspond- 
ingly impaired. The political situa- 
tion growing out of the war “largely 
depends” upon the attitude of the 
United States. and it will not be the 
part of wisdom for Russia nor for 
apy other European power to go very 
far in. attempting to influence this 
situation without consulting the 
United States. 

The Novoe Vremya further declares 
that “with respect to the Philippines, 
the time has arrived to clearly stave 
Russia's policy.’ The St. Petersburg 
organ then proceeds to state what it 
presumably regards as Russia's policy 
“with reference to the Philippines, 
follows:

“Russia has no positive § interests 
in the Philippine Islands. If they are 
divided tne best parts wil! fall to 
Germany, Great Britain and Japan, 


thereby strengthening them in the Pa- 
cific. Therefore it is to Russia's ad- 
vantage. that the Philippine  Islanas 
remain in the possession of a single 
power, whether Spain or the United 
States, and Russia would prefer to 
see the islands in the possession of 
Spain and under the protection of 
the United States, pnecause it would 
keep out other claimants. By work- 
ing in this direction Russia would not 
only uphold her own interests, but 
would serve the cause of general 
peace.” 

“Russia has no positive interests in 
the Philippine islands.” Very good. 
Such being the case, Russia is not 
called upon to interfere in any way 
with the disposition of the islands 
after the war. She need have no fears 
that Germany, Great’ Britain and 
Japan will secure “the best parts” of 
the Philippines. There is little dan- 
ger of their being divided up among 


the powers named, nor among any 
other powers. 

In taking possession ‘of the Philip- 
pines, the United States has incurred 


certain grave responsibilities, and 
we shall not shirk our duties, por 
yield our position by reason of 


under the protection of the United 
States.”’ would be impossible. We are 
morally responsible for their 
politically and socially, and nothing 
could be more prejudicial to their wel- 
fare than to turn the islands over 
again to Spanish robbery and oppres- 
sion. 

It may be regarded as_ practically 
certain that for many years to come, 
at. least, the Philippine islands will 
be under American control, if net 
actually annexed to the United States. 
The populations of those islands are 
not at present qualified for the duties 
and responsibilities of  self-govern- 
ment. They must be assisted to work 
out their destiny. They must be 
taught the uses and the abuses of 
freedom. They must be educated up 
to the tasks and the privileges of sel!- 
government. 

The only practical disposition of the 
Philippines would seem to be to give 
them a limited system of autonomous 
government under American , protec- 
tion. The granting of autonomous 
power to these peoples, who are un- 
skilled and untried in the art of gov- 
ernment, should be guarded and 
gradual. So fast as they prove them- 
selves worthy to be trusted with their 
own destinies, the form of govern- 
ment can be liberalized so as to grant 
them the largest measure of freedom 
consistent with their own safety and 
political welfare. 

This will probably be the ultimate 
course pursued by our government 
with reference to the Philippines. In 
making this disposition of the islands 
we shall not require the help of any 
of the European nations. We are 
quite equa! to the solution of the 
problem. We are strong enough to 
carry out successfully any programme 
we may decide upon, and we shall ao 
so. The European press may discuss 


| “the disposition of the Philippines” 


to any extent it sees fit. But the ac- 
tual disposition will be made by the 
United States government, in its own 
good time and in its own good way. 


NO MORE “CRYSTAL SPRINGS.” 
Should it be deemed advisable for 
the city to enter into a contract with 
Kessler & Co., leasing to that com- 
pany the waterworks system for a 
term of years in accordance with the 
proposition which has been sub- 
mitted to the Council, extraordinary 
care must be taken in drawing up the 
contract, so as to leave no ground for 
misinterpretation and misunderstand- 
ing in the future. 

One point in particular should be 
insisted upon, viz: That any water 
development which the company or 
firm may make in the future, in 
pursuance of their contract, must be 
ceded to and turned over to the city 
at the expiration of the contract, free 
of expense to the city, except for the 
actual cash value of the pipes and 
other apparatus needed, which of 
course the city should purchase. Let 
us have no repetition of the “Crystal 
Springs” affair. 

The city of Los Angeles owns the 
water of the Los Angeles River. Be- 
vond a doubt enough water can be 
developed from that source to supply 
the city with an abundance of water 
for all time to come. But when this 
additional water is devel ped, there 
should be no cloud upon the city’s 
title to it. There can be no reason- 
able doubt that the so-called “Crystal 
Springs” water is nothing more nor 
less than river water. As such, it 
belongs to the city, and the courts 
Will probably so decide if the matter 
is ever brought to a final test. The 
litigation which has already been en- 
tailed upon the city to prove its 
rights in this matter has been costly, 
and the end is not yet. 

We want no more “Crystal Springs” 
controversies—no more litigation to 
establish rights which already belong 
to the city.  Therefofe, should the 
Council conclude to enter int? an ar- 
rangement with Kessler & Co., Yet it 
look well to the protection of the 
city’s interests in the direction above 
indicated—and in all directions.

THE LADRONE ISLANDS. 

Little is known to the outside world 
about the Ladrone Islands, in the Pa- 
cifie Ocean, which, by the way, it is 
well to remember, is: the first terri- 
ory formally occupied, as an enfivety, 
by the United States during the pres- 
ent war. These islands are neither 
iarge nor populous, but a glance ut 
the map shows that their geographical 
location gives them much importance. 
The group consists of seyenteen isl- 
ands, lying in a chain, extending north 
and south 500 miles. They are at a 


| distance from Honolulu of about 3500 


miles west, and about 1500 miles 
northeast of the Philippines, being 
about 6qually distant from the Philip- 
pines and Japan. The total area uf 
the islands is given by the Encyclo- 
pedia Brittanica at only 417 square 
miles, and the population at less than 
10,000, most of the inhabitants living 
on the island of Guayan, which was 
recently captured by the Charleston. 

The climate of the islands Its 
oquable, but typhoons and earthquakes 
are common. Among the principal 
products are taize, tobacco and 
sugar, while cotton, coffee, rice and 
manila hemp are also grown. There 
are no exportations, and the mails 
only arrive three or four times a year, 
which explains the statement of the 
Spanish Governor that he has not 
heard about the war between the 
United States and Spain. 

The history of the Spanish occu- 
pancy of the Ladrone Islands, which 
dates from their discovery in 1521, 
has been like that of Spain’s . other 
colonial possessions, one of long-con- 
tinued tyranny, cruelty and misman- 
agement. The original inhabitants of 
the islands, who from traces which 
they have left behind must have been 
a superior race, have been altogether 
exterminated, the present population 


being mainly. descendants of Philip- 


pine tribes. 

The commanding position of these 
islands in relation to Japan, China 
and the Philippines, gives them an 
importance altogether out of propor- 
tion to their size and population. 


COAST DEFENSE. 

The question of coast defenses has 
fortunately not proved to be such an 
important one to this country as it 
might have been had the Spanish 
possessed a more powerful navy, or 
hed the navy which they possessed 
not been taken care of by Dewey and 
Schley. Had Spain possessed a num- 
ber of well-equipped and fast-sailing 
cruisers to turn loose on the Atlantic 
and Pacific coasts, we should now be 
bitterly regretting the incomplete 
condition of our coast defenses. As it 
is, the temporary scare should and 
doubtless will prove a good warning 
to us for the future. Already Con- 
gress has voted $3,000,000 for harbor 
defense. It is time that Southern 
California should insist upon the ex- 
penditure of some public money for 
the defense of this coast. .- Between 
San Francisco on the north and San 
Diego on the south there is nothing 
in the shape of artillery to oppose an 
attack from a foreign foe. It seems 
probable that work on San Pedro Har- 
bor will soon be commenced. While 
that work is going on, a beginning 
should also be made on a system of 
fortifications to protect the harbor. 


A Berlin dispatch states that the 
Queen Regent of Spain is willing to 
open peace negotiations with the 
United States without any mediation 
of the powers, provided the conditions 
are not too severe. It is said that 
her maximum concession, at present, 
is a declaration of the independence 
of Cuba. The Queen of Spain is evi- 
dently expected to be “raised.” Her 
offer reminds one of the way in which 
they do business in the retail stores 
of countries in the south of Europe. 
If you ask the price of a hat, they 
may tell you it is f.12, but if 
you have enough patience and haggle 
with the dealer for half an hour you 
will probably succeed in getting it for 
f.5. The Spaniards will find out 
that Americans are not in the habit 
of doing business in this way. 


Dr. George P. Goodfellow, men- 
tioned in a dispatch from Cuba as be- 
ing engaged as a surgeon with the 
troops in the field, is well known In 
this section. He resided for several 
years in Arizona, and was for a time 
health officer of that Territory. For 
the past couple of years he has lived 
in Los Angeles, going East’ imme- 
diately on the outbreak of the war 
to offer his services to the govern- 
ment. Dr. Goodfellow is not only a 
good physician, but a first-class fron- 
tier fighter, as he showed during the 
Geronimo outbreak. He will be quite 
at home among the Rough Riders in 
Cuba. 


One of the lessons learned in the 
war is the utility of smokeless pow- 
der. It is not likely that the United 
States will again go into war without 
a full supply of this material. Dur- 
ing the recent naval fight, it was 
found that one of our cruisers, which 
obtained its equipment in England, 
and used smokeless powder, could 
make a better impression upon the 
enemy than any of the other Vessels. 
At the same time, in the land fight, 
the American batteries have exposed 
their location by the smoke, while the 
Spanish batteries, using smokeless 
powder, cannot easily be seen. 


The builder of the Oregon, Irving 
M. Scott, is quoted as saying that that 
battleship is the greatest fighting ma- 
chine ever put in commission, and 
the record of the battle with Cer- 
vera’s fore-doomed fleet bears out 
his assertion. The Oregon is not 
only a great ship of war, but it is 
officered and manned by one of the 


‘fleet can hover the while 


most magnificent crews’ that. ever 
sailed upen the main. The Pacific 
Coast. shipbuilders have clearly 
earned the right to bid when there is 
a future call for the véry best vessels 
that money can buy or Yankee genius 
and ingenuity can construct. ; 


The report that our troops in the 
trenches before Santiago propose to 
make.a dash for the enemy, orders or 
no orders, is doubtless on a par with 
that famous story about the beheading 


| of Spaniards, captives to our troops, 


by Cuban allies. The Yankee soldier 
does not become insubordinate on 
the battlefield, or elsewhere, and if he 
charges the enemy’s works we may 
be sure it will be by authority. 


It looks as if it were more desirable 
for our men on the battle line at 
Santiago to die, if die they must, in 
the midst of the forward movement, 
rather than of fever in the trenches. 
Forward, gallant Shafter, and give 
our brave lads a chance to perish. with 
glory, instead of compelling them to 
succumb to the fiends of exposure and 
disease. 


Princeton College, in conferring 
upon Admiral Dewey the degree of 
Doctor of Laws, honored the brave 
admiral very highly, of course, and 
the honor is no doubt greatly appre- 
ciated. But Admiral. Dewey’s place 
in history will bé determined rather 
by reason of his proficiency as a doc- 
tor of Spanish warships than of laws. 


It is stated that the United States 
navy spends more money in target 
practice than all the navies of the 
world combined. This, undoubtedly, 
accounts in great measure for the 
fine shooting which gave us twb bDril- 
liant naval victories over the Span- 
iards. That money expended in tar- 
get practice was well spent. 


Spain is getting peace a-plenty, but 
it is in the shape of pieces of Yankee 
shells that slaughter her dark-com- 
plexioned sons and knocks’ gigantic 
holes in her ships of war. And our 
armorers and artisans are working 
steadily to construct more things to 
throw with and to throw at her. 


An esteemed contemporary queries: 
“After peace, what?” Let us hope it 
will be a long era of peace and pros- 
perity, not only to our own beloved 
land, but to all the nations of the 
earth. There has already been ruin 
and slaughter enough. 


Blanco may be a great _ tactician, 
but the orders he gave Cervera ap- 
pear to demonstrate that his strategy 
is full of blow holes; at least it was 
successful in getting Cervera’s hand- 
some fleet in that disastrous condi- 
tion.

NICARAUGUA NOTES. 


Strong Opposition to the New Feder. 
ation Scheme. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

MANAGUA (Nicaragua,) June 14.— 
Correspondence of the Associated 
Press. Wired from Chicago July 12.] 
The government of Nicaragua released 
on June 13 all except three of the sev- 
eral hundred natives of wealth and in- 
fluence who had been confined for many 
months as political prisoners in the 
penitentiary and other prisons on sus- 
piciom of not favoring the acts of the 
present rulers of Nicaragua. Each one 
was brought under guard before the 
inquisitor, a government tribunal, and 
presented with a written obligation, in 
substance to hereafter not oppose in 
any manner the present government of 
Nicaragua and binding themselves to 
severe fines, loss of property and penal 
servitude if they were found to utter 
anything adverse to the administration. 
All save three signed the obligation and 
were released. The three who refused 
to sign were remanded to the peniten- 
tiary. There they are expected to sup- 
ply themselves with food, medicone and 
clothing, as the government does not 
feed or give medical attention or cloth- 
ing to prisoners,at least not to political 
prisoners. 

President Zelaya will soon remove the 
l-cent-per-pound export duty on the 
lower grade, imperfect grains of coffee 
that are saparated by hand from the 
matured coffee of excellent quality 
grown in Nicaragua. 

The delegates who have been ap- 
pointed by the governments of Salva- 
dor, Honduras and Nicaragua to meet 
at Managua to form a more perfect 
union between the States than the 
Greater Republic of Central America 
is, are expected to have an exciting 
time in the convention, and to adjourn 
without agreeing to a constitution or 
formulating one that will be accepted 
by the Congress of each State. The 
opposition is strong against permitting 
any one man or tribune to control the 
arms and ammunition accumulated by 
the three governments interested. It is 
also evident that Salvador is opposed 
to permitting President Zelaya of Nica- 
ragua. to become one of the heads of the 
proposed organization, fearing that he 
might become too autocratic. And Sal- 
vador is not willing to bind herself to 
assist Nicaragua in the latter's serious 
controversy with Costa Rica, as Salva- 
dor favors Costa Rica. If the constitu- 
tional convention fails to agree, the re- 
sult will be the breaking-up of the 
Greater Republic of Central America. 

The financial situation in Nicaragua 
is bad. No gold and only a little silver 
is in circulation. The paper money is- 
sued by the government is almost the 
only medius of exchange, and is rated 
at 315 per 100 gold or sight exchange on 
New York by the Bank of Nicaragua, 
while the bank quotes gold at a pre- 
mium of 168 per cent. on siiver or on 
the bank’s paper issue. 

The Spaniards in Central America 
transmit for publication in the Centra] 
American newspapers information of 
alleged numerous victories won by 
Spanish over United States warships, 
many defeats of attempts by the United 
States to land soldiers in Cuba, etc., and 
they féte and hurrah and console them- 
selves over the made-up telegrams. 
Nearly all of the older male natives of 
Nicaragua are in deep sympathy 
with Spain, while the younger are 
mostly in favor of the United States. 
All Europeans, except the better class 
of Englishmey and Scotchmen, are in 
sympathy with Spain. The Germans 
are especially opposed to the Ameri- 
cans. 


Cullom Sees the President. 


WASHINGTON, July 12.—Senator 
Cullom talked with the President today 
about the departure of his commission 
for Honolulu. He said he had tele- 
graphed the agents at San Francisco, 
asking if passage could be obtained 
for the commission about the first of 
August. The Senator now thinks that 
the commission will not be able to get 
away before that time. 


Chinese Rebels Winning. 


CANTON (China,) July 12.—The 
rebels have captured nine towns, and 
have defeated the imperial troops west 
of Woo Chow. Placards have been 
posted at Woo Chow declaring war 
against the officials, and warning the 
inhabitants to depart before the rebels 
attack the town. The authorities here 
have purchased 5000 rifles and are nego-

“The Water Question. 

_J., LOS ANGELES: The communi 
cation of “Southwest’”’ on the water 
controversy in Sunday’s Times found 
a sympathetic response in mé, and I 
can say a loud, long’ amen to all he 
said, but I want to go farther into 
what he terms the eastern bankers 
proposition. I am a business man and 
look at things from a purely business 
and not a political standpoint, and if 
the eastern company’s proposition is 
not practically municipal-ownership in 
addition to relieving the city of a 
heavy bonded indebtedness, 
calculations and deductions are all 
wrong. As I see it, the only material 
difference is that under-> municipal 
ownership (which ‘Southwest’ truly 
says the City Water Company can 
and will prevent for years,) the city 
would obligate itself in bonds to the 
extent of several million dollars, to 
run for forty or fifty years, and on 
which the interest would amount to a 
gigantic sum; while under the new 
proposition the city will be able to 
pay for the plant about the same time, 
without having obligated itself to the 
extent of a dollar, but pay for it with 
the very money that the water sys- 
tem has earned in the annual income 
which the new company agrees to pay 
to the city. Then, too, under munici- 
pal ownership we would lose from $25,- 
000 to $50,000 per annum in taxes, 
which, of course, the new company 
would have to pay. The new company, 
I understand, agrees to furnish water 
for all municipal purposes, i. e., street 
sprinkling, fire hydrants, schoolhouses 
and city buildings of all kinds, free. 
Municipal control would do no more. 

The City Council will have the right 
to regulate the price of water, or, 
rather, establish the rates to con- 
sumers, each and every year during 
the life o fthe lease. Under municipal 
ownership could they do more _ than 
that? 

As to the profit the city might make 
if it owned the plant, I can. say noth- 
ing, because it is entirely problematical. 
Against such profit would have to be 
charged the interest on the bonds, the 
loss in taxes, and a possible difference, 
as a result of political management 
subject to change every two years, in- 
stead of a close business management. 

But, be that all as it may, as be- 
tween a continuation of the present 
City Water Company, with its dead 
cinch on everything, and everybody, 
and the new proposition with its many 
admirable features, there is no ques- 
tion as to what should be done. Most 
of the members of the City Council 
are men of business experience, and it 
is to be hoped that they will use their 
business and not their political judg- 
ment in dealing with the question. 


The Bourgogne Horror. 

A. J., Santa Ana: Concerning the 
Bourgogne disaster Consul-General 
Bruwaert would have us believe that 
the French crew were blameless, and 
that all the infamy committed was the 
work of Austrians and Italians. It 
appears from his report that there 
were but twenty of the former the 
number of the latter not stated, but 
certainly not numerous enough to over- 
power a well-disciplined crew of two 
hundred. 

This contention is perhaps natural 
in a Frenchman, but it is borne out 
by the facts? It seems to me that it 
will take stronger evidence than that 
furnished by the consul, to explain 
away the damning fact that boats 
manned by French crews, containr 
ing 164 men—105 of whom were mem- 
bers of the ship’s crew—and not one 
woman were picked up by the Cro- 
martyshire. 

Says Consul-General Bruwaert: ‘‘The 
only boat on the port side, where the 
first-class passengers had rushed after 
trying the starboard side, was No. 8. 
The sailors around it succeeded in 
getting it launched, leaped into it as 
the ship went down, and picked up 
passengers enough from the water to 
filll it. Passengers were also rescued 
from the water by the only raft saved.” 

Can this be believed? Is it possble 
that the crews of this boat and a raft 
were engaged in picking up passen- 
gers, and yet did not pick up a single 
woman out of the 300 said to have 
been on board? 

The consul also says: “Boat No. 
9, filled with passengers got off suc- 
cessfully. It had some fifty-three 
aboard, including its crew.’””’ Why were 
there no women in this boat? The 
boat’s crew were confessedly in their 
places. Why did they row away with 
the cowardly male (let us not call them 
men) passengers without making any 
effort to save the women? 

The consul’s report makes the 
curious statement that life preserv- 
ers were furnished by the crew to the 
passengers, but that they threw them 
away. Does anyone believe this? It 
is proverbial that drowning men will 
catch at straws; is it conceivable that 
these passengers discarded their only 
means of preservation when in ex- 
tremity? All this is expecting too much 
from. credulity itself! Consul Bru- 
waert’s vindication does not vindi- 
cate. From this nauseating pande- 
monium of cowardice it is pleasant to 
turn in contemplation to the conduct 
of the crew of the steamship Dela- 
ware, as reported in your columns, 
who, when threatened with the awful 
fate of death in a burning ship, did 
their duty as men should do. This 
ship was manned by an American 
crew. Hence the difference. When all 
is said, this difference consists in race. 
As in the late naval engagements, it 
is “the men behind the. guns” that 
count. 

When we think of the scenes on 
board La Bourgogne and the unfor- 
gotten horrors of the Pavlion fire in 
Paris, a year or two ago, the opposi- 
tion of some hysterical writers—who 
imagine themselves Celts, but prob- 
ably are nothing of the kind--to the 
lately evolved pride of the American 
people in their Anglo-Saxon inherit- 
ance, seems untimely. These men laud 
to the skies everything Celtic, and in- 
sist that nothing good can come out 
of the Nazareth of Anglo-Saxondom. 
There may come a time when this may 
seem apposite, but in the present tem- 
per of the American people, they see 
no reason to be ashamed of their strain 
of —let us say—Teutonic blood. 


The City Charter and the Water 
Question. 


LOUIS LUCKEL, Los Angeles, July 
12: In today’s issue of The Times 
appears an editorial in advocacy appar- 
ently of the Kessler & Co. proposition 
to furnish the water to the city, under 
a contract, extending over a period of 
fifty years, as per the communication 
of Max Loewenthal, Esq., to the City 
Council, printed in the daily press.

By section 190 of the City Charter the 


city is ‘declared to own and possess all 
the water flowing in the river.

RESCUE WORK PUSHED. 


Vietims of the Tunnel Explosion Be. 
lieved to Be Dead. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

CLEVELAND (O.,) July 12.—While 
work is being pushed forward as rap- 
idly as possible toward reaching the 


Scene of last night’s explosion, there 


seems to be little, if any prospect, that 
any of the eleven workmen who were 
in the tunnel when the accident oc- 
curred will be found alive. 

J. W. Reynold, who is superintendent 
of the construction of the tunnel, stated 
today that he had not the slightest 
hope in the world of rescuing the men 
alive. He said that the pipe in which 
the air is forced into the tunnel, ends 
about 100 feet nearer the shore than 
the workings where the men were em-~- 
ployed when the explosion occurred. 
Owing to that fact, the foul air and

ou t happen that any o 
men lived, they would as oy 
possible make their way to tre end of 
the pipe where they would be assured 
of safety for a time at last. As the air 
enters the tunnel from the pipe with 
considerable force, it would have a ten- 
dency to force back the pure air and 
create a space of at least ten feet,

Superintendent Kingsley of the t 
works department said today that. “9 
had no reason to believe that there had 
been any cave-in at the point where 
the explosion occurred. Even though a 
considerable portion of the clay roof 
and sides of the tunnel caved in, there 
is but a small chance of water finding 
its way in, as the tunnel is sixty-five 
feet below the bed of the -lake, and 
the surrounding earth ig unusually, 
firm and compact. : 

The only thing with which the rescu<« 
ers have to contend at present, is the 
foul air and the chance of another exe 
plosion taking place. A rescuing party, 
which was lowered into the tunnel, re- 
turned after being down an hour and 
reported that it had been unable ta 
penetrate farther than 4200 feet, nearly 
half a mile from the face of the drive, 
The members of the party said there 


was undoubtedly a fire 
tunnel.

STATE CONVENTION 


END OF THE CALIFORNIA EP- 
WORTH LEAGUE CONFERENCE. 


The Next Gathering to Go te the City 
Which Offers the Most Hospital- 
ity—President Newby Re-elected. 
Resolutions on the Camp Merritt 
Liquor Question, 


The annual State convention of the 


Epworth League of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, came to an 
end yesterday. President N. Newby of 
Los Angeles was reélected, and the 
choice of a place for the next con- 
vention left to the Executive Com- 
mittee. Oakland, Fresno, Sacramento, 
San Diego, San Bernardino and Santa 
Rosa all extend a hearty invitation, but 
as none of them offered free entertain- 
ment for the delegates, it was decided 
to “advertise for bids,” as Secretary 
Sam W. Brown, put it, and confer the 
honor of receiving the delegates upon 
the city which should offer the most 
liberal inducements in the way of hos- 
pitality. 

In addition to President Newby, State 
officers were elected as follows: First 
vice-president, Miss Minnie McKnight, 
Oakland; second vice-president, Miss 
Hattie Austin, Santa Rosa: third vice- 
president, Horace N. Caldwell, Lom- 
poc; superintendent of Junior League 
work, Miss Eleanor M. Yeargen, Fres- 
no; ‘secretary, Sam W. Brown, San 
José, 

Numerous additions and amendments 
of minor importance were made to the 
constitution, and resolutions were 
adopted thanking the officers and the 
city for their share in the conference, 
indorsing the work of the Anti-Saloon 
League, making recommendations in 
regard to various branches of the 
League work, and sending a message 
of love to Dr. H. M. DuBoise, formerly 
pastor of Trinity Church, now editor 
of the Epworth Era, and general secre- 
tary of the International Epworth 
League. Resolutions were adopted in 
regard to the liquor traffic as it affects 
the volunteeer armies, as follows: 

“Owing to the deplorable fact that in 
the great encampment of United States 
troops at Chickmaugua and in our own 
State at San Francisco there exists the 
dreadful curse, ‘the army canteen,’ by 
means of which our sodiers are de- 
bauched and innocent boys made 
drunkards, be it resolved tnat this con- 
ference petition the officers in com- 
mand of these quarters to speedily re- 
move the said shameful institutions.” 

A proposition was submitted that 
hereafter there should be a State con- 
ference only every other year, but 
after a long and heated discussion it 
was voted down. It was also pro- 
posed to divide the State into two con- 
ferences, on account of the distance 
necessary for one-half the delegates 
to travel every year, but the principle 
of State unity prevailed. 

At the evening session there was a 
song service, led by Addie Parsons, 
Rev. H. C. Christian preached a ser- 
mon, and the convention closed with 
the impressive ceremony of ‘forming 
the unbroken circle.”

TOO MUCH TEMPER. 


Sad Results of not Letting Well 

Enough Alone. 

Mrs. M. Lebrun, who arrested 
on the night of the Fourth, charged 
with disturbing the peace, will have to 
stand trial after all, just because she 
was not content to let well enough 
alone. Her temper has again conquered 
her discretion. and has destroyed every 
vestige of the clemency before exer- 
cised in her behalf by the court offi- 
cials. 

W'hen arrested Mrs. Lebrun made a 
vicious attack on Deputy Constable 
Pratt. After a hard struggle he suc- 
ceeded in placing her in jail. She was 
soon released, however, on putting up 
$50 bail. In considering her case later 
on it was the sence of the court officials 
that perhaps Mrs. Lebrun had provoca- 
tion, and it was decided to dismiss the 
charge. Mrs. .Leburn, therefore, re- 
ceived her $50 bail money. She and At- 
torney Heath, whom she had employed, 
then began talking about commencing 
suit against Constable Pratt. No at- 
tention was paid to this, but while her 
attorney was copying the complaint, 
Mrs. Lebrun demanded of -the police 
clerk $10 she had paid to Attorney Hugh 
J. Crawford when she was first ar- 
rested, for services. She was assured 
that the clerk could do nothing for her, 
but told to see Crawford. At this 
juncture Heath joined in, and the clerk 
sailed into the limb of the ldw. Fora 
few seconds things were pretty lively, 
but Deputy Constable Muguenni was 
present and with persuasive Ways 
and effective wielding of the Penal 
Code of California, which he had in 
his hand, order aas restored and Mrs. 
Lebrun will now have to stand trial 
for disturbing the peace, while Attorney 
Heath will have an opportunity to de- 
fend her. 


The Shoplifters’ Cases. 


Deputy District Attorney Chambers 
has notified the attorneys in the Mas- 
sey-Bebesheimer shoplifting cases of 
his intention to call up the cases this 
week for the purpose of having them 
set for trial.

In 
the case of old Evans, the petty thief, 
no such punctilious courtesy was ex- 
tended to the prisoner as in the cases 
aguinst these two women, 


Gets a Heavy Doge. 


Wilbur Welch, the petty larcenist. 
who is doing 120 days on conviction for 
petty larceny, was given another dose 
yesterday by Justice Owens. He was 
accused by Curtis Colyear, for whom 
Welch had worked, of steal- 
ing clocks, knives and forks. a 
hand telescope and several other 
articles, valued at $7. The pris- 
oner entered a plea of guilty, and was 
sentenced to a term of 150 days in 
the City Jail. This, in addition to 
the time he is already serving, will 
keep him in nine months.

Tom Murphy, a vag who was sent 
to the chain gang for ten days on July 
7, made his escape from the gang on 
Monday, and has not been recaptured.

ments, $278,267: grain and feed, $273,755. 
lumber, $255.242: tobaeeco, £194,856; flour,

ward. Race aftinities have had a good 
deal to do with this trade. The total 
population of the istands is 109,000, of 
whom 51,000 are natives, 24,000 Japa- 
nese, 21,000 Chinese, and 15,000 Portu- 
gucse. These 81,000 people, betanse of 
their lack of energy, education or busi- 
mess methods, seem to have been alto- 
gether outstripped in commercial tran- 
sactions by the other third of the peo- 
ple, Most of those enumerated were 
engaged in manual labor, many of 
them under contract, but little better 
than slavery. Of the remaining 238,- 
0M. Americans numbered 5200, British 
2250, and Germans 1430. The Ameri- 
cans numbering twice as many as the 
British, and four times as many as the 
qGermansy naturally sent most of the 
trade to us. 

Henceforth nearly all the trade of the 
islands will come this way. Ameri- 
can capital will be invested in the 
islands in improving the country, de- 
veloping its resources, and .building up 
its Cities. Foreign ships will not be 
able to trade between island ports and 
those in the United States, which will 
help to draw trade this way. Merchan- 
dise going from American ports will 
not pay duty to enter the islands. 
Which will be in the main, as things 
are now under the reciprocity treaty. 

But goods from other countries will 
pay the same duties as to enter any 
other American port. which in many 
instances will probably be higher than 
at present. 

The government revenue has heen 
about $2,000,009, annually derived one- 
third from tariff imports one-third 
from internal taxes, and one-third from 
miscellaneous sources, The revenues 
ought to increase rather than diminish 
under American rule, and the islands 
Ought to pay their way at least.

GENERAL TRADE TOPICS. 
NATIONAL BANKRUPT LAW. 
After many years of effort, the United 
States has a national! bankrupt law. 
About fifteen years ago Judge Lowell 
of Massachusetts introduced a bank- 
rupt bill in Congress. It was a very 


fair bill, but*certain merchants were 
prejudiced against it. because they 
thought it favored the creditor. lt 


failed to pass. Then Judge Torrey of 
Missouri, who is now fighting Spaniards 
in Cuba, took the matter up, and in- 
troduced a bill in which some modifi- 
cations were incorporated. This has 
been before Congress for several years. 
When this failed to pass Gen. Hender- 
son of lowa made some modifications 
and it is his bill which finally is a law. 
It is in the main the Torrey bill, and 
that was in the main the Lowell bill. 
This is a fair and just law. The most 
important modifications were made in 
the Senate. 

The New England Grocer gives these 
as the general outlines of the new law: 

“It is specifically provided that no one 
ean be thrown into bankruptcy unless 
he is insolvent, and the bill as agreed 
upon carries a new definition of insolv- 
ency. Under the common law a man 
is insolvent when he cannot pay his 
debts when they fall due; under this 
bill he is to be regarded as insolvent 
only when his property under a fair 
Valuation is insufficient to pay 
debts. 

“Offenses under the proposed law -are 
limited to two in mumber. The ‘first of 
these is in cases where property is con- 
cealed from the trustee after bank- 
ruptcy proceedings have been begun. 
and the second covers cases of P rjury 
in the proceedings. 

“Discharges under the agreement are 
to be denied only in two cases. the first 
being cases in which one of the of- 
fenses enumerated has been ec: mmitted, 
and the second these in which it is 
shown that fraudulent books have been 
kept. 

“The bill is to go into effect upon its 
passage, except that a petition ip in- 
voluntary proceedings cannot he filed 
until four months after its passage. and 
a petition in insolvency proce edings 
canot be filed until four months after- 
ward. 

“Any person who owes debts, except 
a corporation, may become a voluntary 
bankrupt. Any person, except wacc- 
earners and persons engaged chiefly in 
farming or tiller of the so}! may be ad- 
judged involuntary bankrupts. No cor- 
poration can be adjudged involuntary 
bankrupts except those engazed prin- 
cipally in manufacturing, trading 
printing, publishing or mercantile pur- 
suits. National banks and banks ‘neor- 
porated under State laws cannot be ag. 
judged involuntary bankrupts. As a 
rule, the more important corporatio 
are left to be dealt with by 1

OLD AND IN WANT. 
The Duleys 


Must Vacate or Be 


Prosecuted. 


An aged couple, M. Duley and his 
seventy-year-old-wife, were in the Po- 
lice Court yesterday, charged with hay- 
ing taken possession of the house in 
which they were living without going 
through the necessary proceeding as 
to rent. They were given until Thurs- 
day to find other quarters or they will 
be forcibly turned out of doors, and 
prosecuted for misdemeanor. 

H. A. Light is owner of the premises 
at No. 732 Hemlock street. He has 
been looking for a tenant for some 
weeks. On Monday he found one to 
whom he rented the place, giving pos- 
session at once, The new tenant loaded 
up his furniture and drove out, in- 
tending to move in. On arriving, how- 
ever, he founud the house occupied by 
the Duley family, who said they had 
lived there for the past three weeks. 
Light was notified, and he declared 
he had never given them permission 
to live in the house and demanded of 
them to get out at once This they 
refused to do, and Light came to the 
Police Station, where he was given a 
warrant for their arrest, charging a 
misdemeanor, 

Deputy Constable Mugnemi was sent 
out to serve the warrant, but on ar- 
riving found the doors locked, the’ 
windows barricaded, and was refused 
admittance. After some parley he 
made entrance into the house, and 
found Mrs. Duley, whom he placed un- 
der arrest. Duley could not be found, 
but yesterday morning he came to 
police headquarters and gave himself 
up. Mrs. Duley was told she could 
go on her personal recognizance, but 
said she preferred to be locked up for 
the night, as she had no place to 
go. As she is over 70 years of age, 
she was accommodated. 

At the afternoon session in Justice 
Owens’s court the couple were given 
an opportunity to explain their ac- 
tion. Mrs. Duley said they had been 
given permission to remain in the 
building until the proprietor wanted it. 
His Honor told them to move out 
as soon as possible, and to return 
to court on Thursday afternoon, at 
which time, if they had vacated the 
premises, he would dismiss the com- 
plaint.

TWILIGHT CLUB ENTERTAINED BY 
DR. NORMAN BRIDGE. 


Robert J. Burdette Was the Guest of 
Honor and Contributed a Much- 
enjoyed Address—Union Meeting. 

{ Maccabees’ Race. 


PASADENA, July 12.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] Pasadena’s famous ‘Twilight Club,” 
comprising fifty of the leading professional 
and business men of the city, had one of its 
most notable sessions this evening at the home 
of Dr. Norman Bridge. There was a large 
attendance, the air was full of fun, the hos- 
pitality full of other good things, and Robert 
J. Burdette made a most rollicking and de- 
lightful address. 

Mr. Burdette was happily introduced by 
President Merwin as a distinguished stranger. 
“I don't know about that,’’ said Burdette. ‘“‘I 
have been hunting for twenty-five years for a 
good specimen of stranger. I remember a 
story of a mighty mean man, a hard-hearted, 
unapproachable man, of whom the neighbors 
tried to think of something kind to say after 
he died. None of the usual obituary compli- 
ments would fit; but finally one thoughtful 
and considerate townsman said: ‘Well, we 
can say he was a mighty good stranger, any- 
how.’ But I never met that sort of stranger. 
Wherever I go, I meet the same kind of peo- 
ple in the same kind of towns. They are al- 
Ways enjoyable. If we are not congenial, we 
can be hostile—and that is equally interest- 
ing. You and I have shared joys and troubles 
together. We have touched each other a 


‘thousand times in some common interest. I 


am glad to greet you, not as strangers, but 
as old friends. I am glad to be your guest. 
‘I can recollect having met but one man 
whom I didn’t find a friend. He got out of a 
car with me one cold night in a small New 
England town. He was a most imposing-look- 
ing individual in a big coat all braided up 
the front with frogs, and a high hat. Lis ap- 
arance was so royal that I would gladly 
ave carried his grip, though I had two and 
he had only one. I reached the hotel first and 
registered in a small neat hand. He sprawled 
all over the page and spilled a spoonful of 
ink, then demanded the best room in the 
house. ‘I am sorry,’ said the clerk, ‘but we 
have only one room left. It is a large room, 
though, and has a large bed, a very large 
d.’ The Grand Duke looked down on me 
and icily remarked, ‘I am sorry for the er, 
gentleman, but I must say to the er, gentle- 
man, that I can't sleep with anybody; I can’t 
even sleep with my own brother; and I can’t 
permit the er, gentleman, to share the bed 
with me.’ Up to this time, my retiring dis- 
position had kept me silent, but now my 
tongue was loosened. ‘I join with you in your 
lamentations, gentlemen,’ said I, ‘and if you 
have a tear jug handy, I will help fill it. I 
don't know what sort of brother my friend 
here ap | have; he may not be a suitable per- 
son to sleep with; but I am sorry to say that 
I registered first, and if the gentleman wants 
to sleep in that room, he must sleep with 


“There was no going back on the fact that 
my humble signature was first cn the register, 
and the clerk told his royal highness that 
what 1 said went. He declared he would sit 
up all night rather than share that bed with 
me—and I went off to bed and left him. An 
hour or two later, I was aroused from my 
sleep by a knock at my door, and I heard the 
voice of the grand duke with the frogs on 
his coat. ‘Ah, er,’ said he, ‘J, er, have 
changed my mind about sharing your bed with 
you.’ And I yelled back, ‘and so have I!’ 

*‘Most men are cordial if you meet them 
half way. If you hunt for frigid men, you 
find them, and they find ore at the same 
time, If you feel bored, then you may know 
that you are boring somebody. Morning 
friendships last ail through life. When we 
Meet new men, we fasten the charms of our 
o'd friends to them. I knew Dr. Bridge when 
he and I wore knickerbockers together. 

“The pangs of this war time have been 

oken of. I think the men at the front are 
the happiest sufferers. The waiting hearts at 
home endure the keenest sufferings. I hear 
people say that our soldier boys are too young 
and too light-hearted, but the soldier boys of 
’61 were as young and giddy as they. And 
we have seen that dudes make the best sol- 
diers. There is no greater dandy in the 
world than the cowboy of your ‘Rough Riders.’ 
I know all about war. I went down to help 
Grant suppress the rebellion. I had charge 
of the horse and accouterments of an officer, 
and my charge gave me more trouble than 
Grant’s gave him. He didn’t have to curry- 
comb his whole command every morning! 
And when there was a shortage of corn, my 
charge got the corn and I supped on bitter 
recoilections!’’ Burdette went on in this 
strain for a while, and then he electrified the 
club by a most thrilling descriptidn of a 
charge led by the great and heroic dude, 
Custer. 

President Merwin asked Mr. Burdette to 
tell the funniest thing he ever saw, and Bur- 
dette said that the funniest thing he ever 
actually saw, was a man leading a cow 
through a rain. ‘“‘He was carrying an um- 
brella and leading the cow with the other. 
when she got the better of him and dragged 
him into a mill pond. The rope became 
twisted around his arm so that he was obliged 
to follow where the cow led; and there he 
stood, up to his armpits in the water, one 
hand united to the cow, and the other hand 
holding the umbrella over her head!’”’ 

At the close of his remarks, Mr. Burdette 
referred to the approaching triumph of our 
armies, and hailed with satisfaction the pros- 
pective additions to our national territory. 

The other speakers of the evening were 
President Edwards, Dr. Bridge, Dr. Page and 
H. E. Andrews.

MRS. SHAW DID WELL. 


WILL BE 
COMPLAINT OF MRS, WOODHAM, 


Her Acecuser Says Mrs. Shaw Gave 


Her a Worthless Note in Lieu of 
Three Hundred Dollars Which 
She Owed—Detective’s Story. 


--- 


A complaint was sworn to yester- 
day afternoon by Mrs. Emma H. Woods 
ham, who conducts the Woodlawn 
House at No. 241 South Main street, 
charging Mrs. Helen M. Shaw, a Ha- 
Waiian-born woman, with passing a 
fraudulent and fictitious note for $500 
on her. It is intended to arrest Mrs. 
Shaw at 9 o’clock this morning. 

The circumstances which led to the 
complaint, so far as they concern Mrs. 
Woodham, are inexplicable. Mrs. Shaw 
took lodgings with her seven months 
ago, saying she was direct from Hono- 
lulu. Mrs. Woodham says that Mrs. 
Shaw tried to pass herself off for a 
lady of quality from the islands, and 
that on the general acceptance of this 
alleged bluff she led an easy life during 
her stay here, but that is really another 
story. Mrs. Woodham claims that Mrs. 
Shaw owes her $300. Just how she 
comes to owe such a sum is not devoid 
of interest, if the lodging-house keeper 
speaks correctly. She says that after 
Mrs. Shaw had been rooming with her 
for some time, and was in her debt to 
a large extent, she gave her as secur- 
ity for her indebtedness a note for $500, 
signed by Julia and Herman Johnson, 
persons supposing to be living near San 
Bernardino. This $300 is not owing en- 
tirely for lodging, Mrs. Woodham com- 
plains, but represents, in part, sums 
she paid for Mrs. Shaw for goods the 
latter purchased and had delivered to 
the lodging-house collect. It is not ap- 
parent why Mrs. Woodham allowed the 
alleged misrepresentations to run so 
long, for the note calls for quarterly 
payments, and at least two payments 
have already become due. 

There is another chapter of Mrs. 
Shaw's career here that will in all 
probability soon be exploited through 
various warrants for her arrest, and 
for these Detective Goodman is as yet 
the sole authority, for he says he has 
been investigating Mrs. Shaw’s local 
record since last Friday. He says that 
Mrs. Shaw admitted to him that she 
was compelled to leave Honolulu to 
avoid imprisonment for criminal acts; 
that she served time in Oakland for 
pawning diamonds belonging to a wo- 
man friend, and that she was in jail 
in Salt Lake City under the name of 
Mrs. McDonald, for passing. bogus 
checks. 

This explanation is in introduction of 
her other alleged doings here, as dis- 
covered by Detective Goodman. The 
latter says that day before yesterday 
Dr. Max Wassman, a dentist with an 
office in the Potomac Block, called at 
the detective department to exhibit a 
check calling for $100, drawn on the 
Farmers’ and Merchants’ Bank, and 
signed by Mrs. Helen M. Shaw. The 
doctor said that he had done dental 
work for Mrs. Shaw to this amount 
about six weeks ago, and that a week 
after the work had been done she ten- 
dered him in payment the check he 
howed. He met her one day while on 
is way to get it cashed, he said, and 
Mrs. Shaw told him she had just pur- 
chased some real estate and had trans- 
ferred her ready cash to the Citizens’ 
Bank, on whom he might call the next 
day. He did as she advised, and found 
that she had no funds in the bank. 
Since then, he said, she had been keep- 
ing him from making the matter pub- 
lic by various ingenious excuses. The 
doctor wished to have her arrested for 
passing this uncashable check on him. 
but it was found that a technicality of 
the law would prevent it. 

Tt is also said of Mrs. Shaw that she 
has been showing quite freely, in fact, 
whenever opportunity offered, an al- 
leged draft for $2500, ostensibly from 
J. D. Spreckels, the San Francisco mil- 
lionaire. This, it is sald, has been the 
means of getting considerable prestige 
and credit for her. Detective Goodman 
says, also that he learns she owes the 
Chicago Dry Goods Company $150 for 
many months, and that she is indebted 
in various laree sums to other vell- 
known establishments.
